COUNTY GAOLS. 



The past year wo trust may prove to be an important era in the prom-ess of 
Prison Discipline in tills Country. The subject has been taken up by the Leois 
hture, and an Act has been passed in the last Session of Pai-liament to extend to 
the Prisons of Irchmd the principle of the “ Sep, mile Cmifiiamif of Prisoners- 
by the 3rd .and 4th Vict., chap. 44, it is enacted, that the Board of Superinten- 
ileiice oi each County Gaol shall bo empowered, with the approval of the Lord 
Licufenant, and with the advice .and conpit of Her M.ajcsty’s Privy Council in 
Ireland, to make such Rules and Regulations .as they m.ay deem necessary for the 
dassiiication of Prisoners, or for the individual separation of .all or any of the 
j ™ their Supcn-isioii, Religions 

and Moral Instruction, and Employment, and from time to time to alter or add 
to the same. It is further enacted, that in order to prevent the contamination 
arising fr-om the .association of Prisoners, any Prisoner m.ay be sep.areately confined 
diii-mg the whole or any part of his or her imprisonment. 

.. Jhe system is guarded by a fiirthei- enactment, tlnat “ no Cell shall be used for 
„ ™ SepfU'ate Confinement of any Prisoner which is not of such a size and 
lighted, wanned, ventilated, and fitted up in such a manner .as may be required 
‘ a due i-og-ai-d to health, and furnished with the means of enabling the 
li-isonei- to communicate with an Officer of the Prison; and that no Cell shall 
‘‘ be used for such Sepai-.atc Confinement until its fitness in these several parti- 
culars shall have been certified by one of the Inspectors General of Prisons to 
the Lord Lieutenant ; and that every Prisoner, so sep,arately confined, shall have 
^ the means of taking air .and cxcroiso at such times as shall be deemed necessary 
by the Siu-g-eon, and shall be furnished with the means of Moral and Religious 
Instruction, and with .suitable Books, .and also with labour and employment, &c.”

From the provisions of this Act, and from the observations upon the system of 
separate Lnjirisonineut contained in the Reports of the Inspectors of Prisons in 
ngland, it appears clearly that the principle of the System is such, that it is to 
be considered as a boon to the Prisoner ; therefore, in the selection of those 
Closes to whom it is most expedient to allot the certified cells, and to afford the 
aovmtages of Separate Confinement in a Prison in which the scale of accommo- 
ion does not extend it to all, it has been laid down as a nde that the first 
ass TO^be selected is that of the JimenUc Offenders, and that the claim, of the 
un 1 led IS to be preferred to that of the Convicted Prisoners ; thus proving that it 
tin ° K Legislature as a System of harrassing restraint and priva-

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feeling. The Act places tlic Prisoner in the mo.st ^ advantageous position for 
serious reflection, and for improving tbo moans of instnictiou afforded to liim, 
and ho is .soon convinced tliat the arrangements are iiiado solely with a view to 
his real good; every provision is inad<! for the comfort oi the inmate of the 
separate coll— the supply of work to_ employ the preseiit_ hour_ and provide a 
future support — of bocdcs^ — ■while the frocjiiont interviews with Officers, tenchersoj' 
Imdcs, and under pro]>cr I'cgulations, the admission ot fi’iends, prevent the gloom 
of total solitude — the only forliuklen association being with a follow Prisoner. 

Such heing the principle of the New System (ixtendccl to the Prisons of Ireland, 
wo trust that no arguments iuv. necessary to i>rovo to the Boards of Superinten- 
dence and Grand Juries of the several thmntics, the iiu})Ovtancc of taking imme- 
diate and effective steps to give cftec-t to t\io. Jjaw'. 

In the new plans for building Gaols which wo submitted for the approval of 

the Lord Lieutenant, since the pas.sing of the late Act wjvs anticipated, a due 
provision has been made for cells that can he certific'd as fitted for Sepai'ate Con- 
finemont, while care has heon takc'n so to constvm^t thos(i other parts of the Gaol 
"which arc inteiuled for congregated classes, that they may hereafter be easily 
adapted to the Separate Sy.stom. It has not Ihh'H doomed expedient to build the 
whole ofthe.se (hiols without I )ay-roo.iiis, as the Separate Syst(‘iu absolutely re- 
quires a coll to encli Prisoner; thr(((? or more may, on occasions of unusual crow- 
<liug, bo placed in a ?/////// rr//, to 1 k! nmioved to a. L>ay-rooiu during the day, but 
it is wholly inadmissihio to place tliro(! I’risomn-s to remain during the day and 
niglit in a cell certified to ho of a size siifficioiit foi‘ tlui heultliy imprisonment of 
but one inmate. 

With rc.spcct to the existing County (Jaols, built helbre the introduction of 
the present system of discipline, wo him! to laimmt tliat the dimensions of the 
cells prevent their being certified in th(!ir pre.sent state! as fitted for the Separate 
Confinement ; Imt there are few Gaols which an* not callable of alteration, so as 
to adapt them to that, object, and we bave submitted to the Boiirds of Super- 
intendence of several Counties, two plans for that purpose. 

The first plan is to prolong the cells in to the. extent of the Coiridor, 

and to build on either siilc a nnv Cimidm- witliout Hoors, ami with Galleries 
according to the Model I*lau now in progress near Loudon, and Plates of which 
are attached to the Fourth Report of the lnsp<!ctors of Piisons in the Metro- 
politan District. 

The second plan, which Is attended V’itli very little cost, is to throw two con- 
tiguous cells into one by an open archway, (ihjsing <tm! iloor, and thus rendering 
the whole a doidilc colh the work of the I’risomu' being iilacod in the inside, the 
bed in the outside division; the diminution of tlu! number id’ cells caused by this 
arrangement being compensated by llii! siilMlivi.sion of the Day and Work- 
I'ooms on the ground floor into “ Separate” C’ells. 'I’lio only cost incurred in this 
arrangement consists in opening a comimmicatiou between contiguous cells, and 
erecting some partitions on tbo gi’oimd floor. 

The first of these plans can bo .‘qqilicd to single Gaols, whether Radial, 
Semicircular, or on any other construction ; tlie second wwiy bo applied to acy 
Gaol, on whatever plan it may Ix! built. 

We trust that the Bo.ards of Siqicriuteudcmce may tako up this subject, and 
that every County may jivcpai'c at least a ])avt of the accommodation of their 
Gaol for Separate Confinement. 

In introducing regulations so novel, ami tiu! succi'ss of which so entirely 
depends upon the influence of Moral Govoriuuent n])ou the inmates, it mi^tbe 
obvious to every person connected -with tbo ap]>oiiitmont of f)fficcrs, that the 
management of such a system milisponsahly rci|uircs highly (|ua]ified Officers; it 
is of a character such as no zeal of a Board of .Siqicrintondcncc or Inspector 
provide for, it requires the daily and lioiirly attention of a humane and intelh- 
gent Officer, well instnictcd in 'sound Ponltontiary primiiplos, jukI supported hy 
Turnkeys whose visits to the colls will toiul to forward the worlc of reformation, 
for which the system is intended. It i.s a Inqipy exporicnco of the effect of the 
“ Separate Sy.stein,” that it does not incri'ase in’ gloom, as tlio tenu of im;prison- 
ment is 2 >rolongcd, but on the contrary, that tlio 1‘rlsonor becomes reconciled w 
his situation — that his bitterest hours lU'o those in the comincncoment of his 
separation — tliat it coiiso(jueutly 0 ].>ei*atcs as a severe (and therefore desirable) 
systeni for those sentenced for short ])C]‘iods, whilo in cases of protracted 
imprisonment, that severity wears away, and the interest in instruction, in s, 
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and i.i the visits of Chaplains and other Officers and friends, and in every 
other means of moral reformation remains ^ eveiy 

We close this snbject with an extract from our Eighteenth Report, in which 

we have shown that meases nr which the cells are not prepared for “ Senm-aS’

We are gpitilicil to .see that at this moment, when tho efficient discharge of 
the duties ol the several grades of Officers iji our Gaols becomes indispensable to 
the success of an improved system, the subject has been taken up by the Govern- 
ment of this Country, and that a Commission is now employed to revise the 
Laws under which Monies are raised by Grand Jury Presentments in Irehmd, and 
amongst other tilings, to enquire into the duties and emoluments of all Officers 
01 Gaoli^ Bridewells, &c., ami to report whether any, and what measures may be 
practicable and expedient tor improving the administration of the LaAVS relating 
to the expenditure thereof, and to promote general economy and order. 

No department is so uiifiivourably circumstanced as the Prison department 
or enabling Inspectors General, or other Officers to become responsible for 
^ch objects; th&re in no mia Jived authority hy whom reyulatwin can he enforced. 

here is, to a certain extent, a Law for each County, founded upon the construction 
put uj)ou Acts ot Parliament by each Grand Jury, and the view they may take 
of the value and importance of any system of 1‘rison Disciplme, or of their own 
obligation to provide by I’resciitmcnt for any buildings or other objects w'hich ai-e 
submitted to them. The formation of By-laws, and the discipline of the Gaols, 
3Jid appheation of the iiicaiis which the Grand J ury may he induced to provide, 
m the hands of a Board of Superiiiteudence, who have no conti’ol over the 
appointment of the Governor, on wdiom the whole success depends ; or of the 
uiniceys, (who in England are chosen by the Magistrates) or of the Keepers of 
Rndewells, tho patronage being placed in tho hands of the High Sheriff, Avho is 
excluded by the Prison Act (sect. 4 ,) fi*om interference in the discipline of the 
appointments really made on the principle of selection which 
^-^pected from a High Sheriff, Ave might hope, (indeed have had ample 
proof,) that enquiry would be made, and proofs of qualification requii*ed ; but me 
pa ronage is ordinarily transferred to the Sub-Sheriff, and we have had several 
^tanees (two in one Count;^ Avithin the last yeai*, the County Gaol of which, 
ter much ^ exertion and pains, was progressing to a high state of discipline) in

Counties beav no fair proportion to the comparative extent and importance of the 
duty, while the Officers have no security or certainty a,s to the permanence of 
the income on which they were appointed, and arc much^ distressed by frequent 
endea.vours to reduce tlioir salaries at the Sessions ; the limikeys are 'unequally 
paid, and the Bridewell Keepers m-e so under ptiid to prevent any possible 
arrangement of the system of disciplmc. In the Comity ot Cork, m which there 
are 15 Bridewells, the ICccpcrs aUyays commence i\s I'amkey-s in a County Gad, 
and none are entrusted with a Bridewell until ^triiiuod to duty. The salaries of 
the Quarter Session.? Bridewell Kce[>ers arc £25 a-ycar, and although that salaiy 
is inferior to that of any but the lowest clas.s of Tunikop, those Officers are glad 
to be removed to the retirement and case of the care of a Bridewell. We think 
that the salaries of Governors should be iixcil according to a .scale of Counties, 
pursuant to the classification specified in 0 and 7 WiUuuii IV., chap. 116, sehed. 
S; that a maximum and miiiimmu saUu*y for Turnkeys ^should be settled, and 
that Keepers of Bridewells shouUl I'ocoivo from £15 to £30 a-year according to 
the proportion of duty. Wo also trust that somo alteratiou in the law may be 
made to prevent the government of a Gaol from being an object of patronage to 
the Sub-Sherilf, and to secure the efficiency of Governors as a measure on which 
the whole success of the department depends; we should deem it reasonable that 
no Officer could be removable tVom his office without cause being shown, aud 
the approval of the Judge of Assi/o being obtained. 

A great improvement has taken place in the state of tho Bridewells through- 
out our Inspection ; In many Counties these Prisons have been taken under the 
care of the Boards of Suporintciidcucc, which is now a luoasurc of indispensable 
necessity, as the Crown Lawyers have decided that tho power of the Inspector,? 
General to provide food and fad, under the Doth section of the Prison Act, and 
heddinq under tho 87th section, .shall !)o strlcHij Uinltcd to these objects ; and that 
all other expenses are to bo defrayed l>y t!ie Board, under tho provisions of the 
2nd section, in tho .same manner as in the case of the County Gaol. 

The County of Cork still takes a distinguished load in this department ofPri- 
•son Discipline ; but wo are gratified in stating, that iu tho case of tho numerous 
and extensive Bridewells in the County of Ti[)perary, through which thousaucls 
of Prisoners annually pass, the suliject lias been taken up effectually by the 
Boards of Superintendence of both the North aud South Ridings. No County 
stood so much iu need of reform, in tho County G;iol aud Bridewells, as well 
from the number of Prisoners as the dclicieiit state ot the Gaols ; aud the public 
owe a debt of gratitude to tho late High Sheriff for liis activo and judicious ex- 
ertions to effect that important object. A now and valuable Governor has been 
appointed to the County G;.iol, which is now to be ranked amongst our best 
establishments ; and Presentments have been made, aud arc in progress of being 
carried into effect, for rciulcring the Bridewells sufficient in respect to accommo- 
dation, while the Board have taken into their own hands tho discipline^ of these 
Prisons : the Governor of the County Gaol has afforded useful aid in giving effect 
to these regulations. 

Improvement is not, however, confined to those Counties, and wo hope soon 
to see the minor Prisons of Ireland iu as good a state of discipline as the County 
Gaols. 



LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

The District Lunatic Asylums are ko])t in the smiic skate of order and cle^* 
ness which have always distingxiishod them, and the best proof that can be given 
of the humane and judicious mode of treatment of tho I’aticnts is the tranquillity 
which prevails throughout these extensive receptacles for tlio insane, and the very 
small number, not more than an average of two per cent, that were found on our 
Inspection under any kind of personal restraint. .. , 

The primary object of these Institutions, (and of their success in the accompusii- 
ment of which they have given abundant proof,) is the aim of tho most distresm 
visitation to which kmian nature u- subjected, and in proportion to the melancholy 
nature of the disease is the importance of each iudivitlual case. It is a strito^ 
feature in the case of attacks of insanity, that the most prompt treatment is 
required. A case which, when attended to at an early stage, is soon 
reason, becomes by delay every day les.s curable. T’hc cure of insanity heiug tu 
the object of the Legislature in establisliiug the District Asylmns, the machine y 
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put into operation for that purpose must be attended with a much ui-eater 
expense to would suffice m an lustdution for the safe keepiuiTof au®^cto 
number of mcui-ablc Lunatics and Idiots, for the cai-o of whonf nmch leTof

It wiil often occur that a Patient, originally rceeived according to the remibi 
tions of a District Asylum, may, alter some time, turn out to be an incurable c‘ se 
and to meet such casc.s, provision has boon imule in the several Districts fbi the 
accommodation of tlie i.i, nates of that class, to the extent of half the origin d 
number for which tlio Asjliuniwm limit; but tile pro.ssure has hcen so <?rcat 
that this arraiigcmoiit is found insufficient. The Act of 1 Victoria eliaii 
j. 7 , enables Magistrates to commit to Gaol any Lunatic proved to them to 
be clangorous, and to have been apprehended under circiiiiistmices denoting a 
puipose of committing- some crime for which lie might bo indicted ; and author- 
izes the Lord Lieutenant to remove siicli Lunatic from the Gao] to the District 
Asylum. This an-aii|vcmout has pi-csscd upon both the Gaols and Asylums to au 
exteiit_ very inconvenient to one or other of these public establishments, in eithc- 
of which the committfil of such an inmate is most injurious; this evil midit 
be much compensated if the X^or Law Work-houses could legally receive 
fiom the District Asylums the /umnkss and incm-ahk Lunatics and Idiots who

circumstances I have only to rcpoi*t as hitherto, tlio fuul doficiency in these respects andt 
submit for the favourable consideration of the Grand Jury, the necessity of c.\tcnsivc addi 
tional buildings, irithout ivhich nothing effectual Ciui be done towards adopting any or all of 
the improvements in the moral government, or system of secondary punishment roeommeuded 
hy experience for lessening crime. Tlic Act of last Sessions, legalizing tho sopai-atioa of 
every Prisouer day and night, in a ventilated lai-gc cc!!, ojicns a favourable opportuuitv for 
tho Grand Jury and Board of Suporiutendeneo to consider the subject of Prison Discinline 
and snould they agree ivith the Tnspcctoi's General of Piisons on tho importance of it as 
respects tho reduction of crime and moral government of Prisoners, they will, I trust ’be 
disposed to erect a New Metropolitan County Gaol, iide(xuatc for all the purposes of a 
sound, legal, and economical system of Ih'ison Discipline. 

Tho Convicts from all the Gaols of Ireland have fur many years been assembled at stated 
periods in this Prison, for embarkation to New South 'V\'’alcs, and it is .admitted that such 
an aiTaiigement would materially disturb the system of dis<uplino in any Prison where thers 
was only siiffleient accommodation in cells, &e., for the average niunboi- ; but in tlio defective 
state of Kilmainham Gaol, where little inoro tha.n safe kcc 2 'ing can be effected, it only 
occasioivally caused more a-owduig ; however, from some representation made to the Chiei 
Socretai'y on this subject, I am, 1 tliink, enabled to state that a plan is in progress to relievo 
tho County from this inconvenience. 

It is my duty now to report upon, in detail, the present state of the County Gaol, and to sub- 
mitfor the consideration of the Grand Jury, such tilings as apiicai- to mo capable of remedy. 
There ai’o only 64 Colls, 6 small dark Day-rooms, and 8 Yiu-ds, for an average of 180 
Prisoners daily ; there are no apartments tor Ttiimlveys to reside ; no proper Solitary Cells; 
no Mde Work-rooms; and no Stores, for which 4 cells are now used, eonscquoiitly there is 
no order, silence, or profitable work for Males, and tho Criminals at night arc crowded with 
tlirco at_ least in each small cell ; a Sclioolm.astor is employed, luit it is reported to mo, and 
on enquiring I find it to bo the fact, that tho time given by this Officer i.s quite too short for 
any cffectvval instruction, and the felons’ class receives none, as tho Governor docs notcona- 
der it safe to send them to the CJiapol for school, mid tho Schoelmastor docs not attend in 
the class ; unless the master gives his entire time to this duty, and is paid accordingly, I 
would submit that sufficient Turnkeys should ho provided to seciii’c tho continual attendance 
of one m each cla^, aud he should be ciualified to ro;ul with, mid instruct those under his 
cai’e , this is done in man^y Gaols witli good effect, and is of move cousoiiucnco in. Prisons where 
no constpt employmont is carried on. But even this partial rciruKly cannot bo enforced without 
at least two additional Tuimkeys, as there arc but three available Turiiljcys at present for 
class duty, exdusivo of night watch and cloi'k, whereas l;iio usual allmviinco in most County 
Uaols IS one iurmcey for every 25 Prisoners ; at pi’cscnt one Turnkey has charge of two 
masses, aiid sometime.? of tlircc, on account of tho fru(|nont and neeessm-y absence of some at 
Commission, Quarter Sessions, Insolvent Court, and other duties falliug peculiarly on a 
Metropolitan Pmsou. Some of tho Prisoucr.s ,avo occiusionally employed, m fine weather, 
breaking stones in the yard, and there is a good Tread Wlioel foi- Hai’d Labour sentence, 
and this comprises gie only industry carried on ; with tlio addition of the Turnkeys I pro- 
pose, a permanent School can be kept, and by the constant presence of a Turnkey with each 
class, some order ^d silence may ho jiresorvod, and even Tradesmen might be at work in 
toe dav-rooms, cmd mstruct some younger Criminals : for this purpose mid schooling, more 
Jmht shodd be admitted into the dark day-rooms, and tables providocl, tliis being the only 
^ necessary furniture is not fomicl.

diet this year is per head, and the mixed diet in other Gaols does not generally exceed ZM 
and sometimes less, this alteration would alone save tho County about £300 per annum ami I 
Mm submit it for the favourable consideration of tho Grand Jury : the Prisoners ai-e all clothed 
in a Prison dress, tried and untried, and tho Blankets which I foimd deficient or worn out at 
my Inspection, were at once ordered by the Board, some of whom were at the Gaol that 
day: the _sashe3_ in the sleeping cells liavo never been glazed, and I consider it would bo 
necessai’y in the inclement winter season .-—some flagging dso requires repairs throughout the 
prison. A practice has also been in use here of giving double aUowance of food to sweepers 
and per day to Wardsmon; I cannot find any authority in the Act for such charges’ 
fuid it is a practice now nearly abandoned in all Prisons, as bad in principle, and opening a 
door for favouritism and abuse, and is only practised where a bad and loose system Ixists^ to 
obtain some degree of order and cleanliness : there are no By-laws, hut the Registries and 
Gaol Books are regularly Jeept. I have no apprehension of any error in the Accounts of 
this or any other County Gaol, and they aa*e examined by tho Grand Jury at each Commis- 
sion before they are finally passed ; but a regulated system (for all Gaols) of the finance 
department would be very desirable, and will probably be established by the Commission 
now sitting to enquire into all the details of Grand Jury Presentmouts. The Local Inspec- 
tor, Governor, and Deputy, attend to their various duties ; and, as far as practicable, under 
veiy adverse circumstances of accommodation, &c., endeavour to preserve ranch order, regu- 
larity, cleanliness, and safety. However, I would beg to impress on the Board of Superinten- 
dence, who meet monthly, and take an interest in this large County establishment, the necessity 
of an improved system by erecting a new Gaol, or adSug extensively to the old one, and 
directing such alterations as I have suggested, if approved of; they will find that good order 
and economy invariably accompany a sound and steady Penitentiary Discipline.

_ The plan of erecting a new Prison for the City of Dublin in lieu of the Gaol of Newgate, Newgate, 
either on the same or on a different site, seems for the present to be laid aside ; we, however 
must adhere to the sentiments expressed in many of our Reports, and particulai-ly that of the 
last year, that tliero can bo no sufficient reason shown why this Prison should foiun au excep- 
tion to the general principle upon which all Prisons arc (as required by Law) now built and 
reputed. 

_ The Prison Act requires a certain scale of accovmnodation in Coimty and City Gaols, spe- 
cified in detail (7 Geo. IV., ch. 74., sect. C.,) for tho purpose of establishing certain regula- 
tions neeessai’y to cai’rying out tho moral provisions of the Act. In addition to which the 
Act pf the last Session has provided for the extension e>f the “ Separate System” to Ireland, 
and it must be obvious that in respect to Nowg.atc both these Acts arc a dead letter. 

The Gaol of Newgate now contains all the Prisoners /or the City of Dublin (male 

and female) and altliough the number of inmates is reduced fai- below former averages, they 
very often amount to 200 — while tho number of cells docs not amount to 60 ; these cells 
being of the worst description, witliout sufficient ventilation or light, with the added disadvan- 
tage of no loorli rooms, hud day rooms and yards, and a total want of that provision for Officers’ 

Rooms, Chapel, &c., which tho Law requires, and which is provided in our County Gaols. 

_ It is a common, and yorj injurious error to suppose that the introductiou of the system of 
discipline established by Law in all its branches, is le^ required for the untried than the 
tried class ; in point of fact, tlio former arc, in our well regulated Gaols, in every respect 
treated and employed in the same manner, under the provisions of tlie Prison Act, as the 
latter, while in reference to the “ Sepai’ato System” inti-oduced under tlie Act of the last 
Session, the claim of tho untried to the advantages which that Act provides, is considered as 
superior to that of tho convicted. Wo thought it right to communicate with the experi- 
enced Inspector of the Metropolitan District in England, upon the most judicious mode of 
partially applying that system in a Gaol not affording the means for its generjd introduction, 
and the opinion given to ns, and in which we concur, has been that the sepai'ation from evil 
converse being a boon to the Prismers, the priority of claim must be allowed to the untried, 
whom it is tho peculiai’ object of the Act to protect against such contamination. Notliing, 
indeed, can be conceived more revolting to every good feeling, than to see a person, perhaps 
innocent, and of decent and modest habits, shut up in tho wai’ds of Newgate without any 
employment, and with tho vilest characters, and sleeping in the same ceE with them. On 
ffie day of Inspection there were 44 Females in 14 cells, and this witliin a week aftei* tlie 
sittmg of ^the Recorder. The want of Gaol accommodations has, in tliis Prison, precluded 
the possibility of introducing work, and has continued a state of total idleness, while it has 
offered an excuse for want of Clotliiug to the Prisoners which it is painful to see, and which 
woffid not be tolerated in any County Gaol. 

e propose at the next Presenting Term to Lay before the Grand Jury any plan 

tor buRdiag a suitable Prison, we know that the Presentment would not he made, and we 
we done our pai’t, but it still remains a duty in us to report every yeai* our opinion on 
the state and condition of this and every other Prison in our lnspection ; and it is gratifying 
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ai^pendix to nineteenth report of the

to US, tliat in the City of Dublin we have so satisfactory an account to give of all classes of 
Prisoners who have been tried and convicted. 

The Boai’cl of Superintendence appointed in the last presenting tenn, ai-e actively engaged 
in ondoavouring to improve the interior economy of this and of every other Prison 3iin 
their charge. It would afl’ord the means of improving the arrangements in Newgate, if it 
should be deemed legal to remove the Coroner’s Debtors to the Sheriff’s Prison, and we 
should recommend that the point of Law should be settled. We have attended at several 
meetings of the Boaa-d, and observed the course of their labours, and we ai'e even more con- 
vinced than we wore at the time ot our last Report, that they would I'cqnii’c the assistance 
of an efficient Secretary or Clerk, to do justice to them in preparing the details of business 
jind keeping the recor(is of their proceedings.

The Prison is kept clean and regular ; the Medical dcpai’tmcnt, though verj deficient in 
accommodation, is well attended to by the Physician and Sni'gcon; the Clerical duties of 
the Prison punctiially pei-formcd ; there i.s a School in constant operation ; and great and 
glaring defects of the System arc to be iitti'ihutod to the want of a sufficient Prison, 
Besides the evils of crowding and idleness, the want of accoininodjition is felt in the want 
(amongst otlici’ couvcnionccs) of a general Kitclieii, which imposes upon the Board the neces- 
sity of adopting tho least eligible and most c.'cjieusivo of tlio three prescribed Tables of Diet, 
the Bread diet, tho only one however, wlileh can be used under pro.sent circumstances. 

The Board of Suporinteudeiico liavo appointed a Coinmitteo to enquire (^jointly with ns) 
into tho Dietary ; mimher of Officers, their qualification and salai’ics ; together with the manner 
of keeping the Accounts in this and other Prisons in Dublin, ivith a view to reduce expense to 
tho lowest amount consistent witligood Discipline, and to establish iinifonnity in the System. 

Tho Local Inspccstor attends to the duty pointed out for liim by the Act, in this and all 
tho other Dublin Gaols.-

This extensive Prison has undergone important changes since tlio period of our last Re- 
port, in consequence of tho Act of last Session for iutroducing tlio System of Separate Im- 
prisonment (3 and 4 Vic., cli. 44.) and the rouioval of the .fuvonile OlTcudcrs from the 
Smithfield Penitentiary, which cstablishnicnt has boon broken up.

One wing of the old building, containing 17 of tho first mentioned certified cells, and 33 of 
the second cl^s, are now allotted to tlio Juvenile Class, to which axe attaclied 3 loug rooma 
or wide corridors, used as Scliool-roffm, Dining-roffm, and Worli-room~—^Q accommodatioii 
is conveniently situated, being cut off from tho other pai*ts of tho Prison. The Bovs are 
placed under the care of a Schoolmaster, who attends for 4 hoiu's, from 10 to 2 o’clock in 
each day ; after dinnei* they are removed to the work-room, and employed. They are, for 
the purposes of internal regulation and discipline, divided into two classes, over each of whidi 
a scpai'ate and competent Turnkey is placed ; one Turnkey attends dui'ing school hours, to 
OiSsist in the regulation of the classes ; the system of monitors is adopted, and we have s^* 
gested to the Board of Superintendence, the advantage of placing the school in connenon 
with the Commissioners of National Education, by wliich tho System of Education would he 
much improved. Tho exercise of the boys in tho yard is conducted with silence, under 
superintendence of the Officers ; we also rocommoud that a copy of the rules established for 
the government of the Prison for Juvenile Offenders in England, should bo procured.

From iiis statement it appeal's that there is but a partial application of the number of 
large certified cells, to the important object of extending the system of “ Separate Confinement,” 
the number of these colls (deducting the 17 norr allotted to the Juvenile class) amounts to 97 
whereas the foregoing return gives but 44, employed at such Trades as can be cai-ried on in 
Separate Confinement, tlic remainder of these cells are occupied by persons congregated by 
day at the Tread Wheel or Laundry, or in domestic and out door work. It wi5 be for the 
coMideration of the Board of Superintendence, how far it may be expedient to amend the 
present arrangement, and to extend the operation of the Act of last Session, as well as to 
give effect to the Prison Act, (section 1 06) by commencing the system of instructing Pri- 
soners in useful Trades. 

The establisliment of Turnkeys has been virtually reduced since last Inspection, the 
Juvenile class from Smithfield Penitentiary having been received without any addition to tho 
number^ of Officers in this Prison. The Dietaiy is now under tlie consideration of the 
Board, it not being in conformity with tho Dietai-y Tables, as exhibited, in the schedule 
annexed to the Prison Act, (7th Geo. IV., ch. 74, Schedule A.) 

It is recommended strongly to tho Board to introduce a xmiform chess for the Turnkeys ; 
it not only gives a finish to tho system of a well appointed Prison, the want of which is now 
uncommon, but has a moral advantage of a very important kind, as the Turnkey in uniform, 
when out of the Prison, is under tlie constant observation, not only of the authorities who 
are connected with it, but of the public ; the present amoimfc of the Turnkeys’ salaries would 
fully warrant the charge of the expense to them. 

The Hospitals lU’O under the care of tho Physician and Surgeon of the City Gaol, and 
ai'e well attended to ; the Cli '.plabia perform their duties ivhh regularity, and the routine of 
duty is correctly carried on. 

The Board of Superintendence have appointed a Committee to enquii’e (jointly with us) 
into the Expenditure, Sahtrios, and mode of keeping the Accounts in this and every other 
Prison in Dublin, and to report to the Grand Jury at the next Presenting Term. 

There remains yet to be done in this Prison for the complete introduction of the “ Separ- 
ate System” tho mvision of Yards, also of Chapel and Hospital, and the 12 small cells built 
for solitary confinement must be pronounced wholly unfit for use, they are too small, neither 
aii'cd, wanned, or ventilated, ana the door of each cell opens upon the yard, without the 
protection of a corridor ; there are no By-laws yet in operation.

The experience of another year tends to confirm our opinion of the value of a distinct Pri- Bidunona Female 
son fior the reception of Females, affording an opportunity of carrying on, upon an extensive ^Penitentiary, Grange 
scale, that system of employment and discipline peculiarly suited and applicable to that class, Go™an-lane. 

we cannot avoid expressing our entii'e approbation of the merits and qualifications of 
Mrs. Rawlins, the Head Matron — the interest she takes in the Institution, her mode of re- 
(iJid enforcing the duties of the Sub-Matrons, as well as the system pursued to reform 
the Criminals, and enable them to earn their bread hereafter by honest industry, is univer- 
sally approved of ; aud if the accommodation of a single cell for every Prisoner is provided, 
should not hesitate in pronouncing it as an establishment worthy of imitation in any 
Country. A great difficulty exists in selecting higlily qualified Sub-Matrons; many of 
them are very valuable Officers, but in all future appointments it will be necessary, to pre- 
serve the weU-being of the Institution, by guarding against bad selections. The Peniten- 
l^y is sub-divided into 18 classes, each under the care of a class Matron, who is exclusively 
attached to her own class, conducidng them thi'ough the routine of the day, superintending 
then work, and giving instruction to them in readmg — to this latter object an hour is gen- 
erally allotted in the eai-ly part of the day. In the classes who are conducted on the “ Sep- 
arate^ System” this instruction is given to each Prisoner in her CeE ; and on the day of In- 
spection, cases were exhibited of young persons who, at the time of their committal, were 
totally ignorant of letters, and who ai'e now able to read. As we found the degree of atten- 
^n paid to this important object to differ in different classes, we reconunended to the Head 
:^toon to require that the regulated form of “ School Registi*y” may be kept by each class 
•Matron, which will enable her to lay before the Board of Superintendence at their meetings,

Since tho Inspection of Last year a very interesting improvement has been made, by tak- 
ing from the parents who are confined, all children not on tlio breast, wlm are now placed in 
a sep.arato class under a Matron, fed, clothed, ami instructed ; the system is not only bene- 
ficial to the children, hut opcv.atos as a salutai-y measure of strict discipline towru’ds tbe 
parents, who are deprived of a temptation to commit crime, for the purpose of being pkeed 
ill a Prison ivith the society of tlioir children, botli being suppiirtod at tho public expense. _ 

Since last Inspection a nciv and convenient Ilospital 1ms been erected in real* of the Peni- 
tcntitiry, to which there is a coinmimication from the wai*ds, ami also a separate entrance 
fi'om the insulating passage. 

Tho Laundry is largo and conveniently arranged. On 2 days in tho week tlio Female’ 
employed in this branch wash for tho Poniteutlavy, .and on tho other days take in private 
washing, which is a source of much. profit. 

Exclusive of the Female convicted Prisoners of tho City, this establishment receives, 
twice in the ye.ar, all Foiuale Convicts in tran.situ from their respective County G.aols to tlie 
Transports at Kingstown ; for those Convicts a small jiortiim of tlic building is at that 
period allotted, an2 Officers ji.'iid by the Government ai'c placed in charge — ^tlic object of 
tliis^ is to prcpai’c the Convicts for the voy.ogc mid their destinat.ion, by mor<ol instruction and 
advice previous to embarking : tbe Accounts of this dcpai*tmcnt .arc kept wholly distinct, and 
the entire expense defrayed hy Government. The Aiicomits, with all the Books connected 
with tho systemincvei'y pai't of the cstabiisliraeut, arc kept by the Governor, Mi*. Marquess, 
who is responsible for tho whole of the oxpciulitm*o and stoves, issuing from time to timesncli 
provisions or necessaries as may bo required imdci* the orders of the Board j he is also re- 
sponsible for the security of the Prison, .and has 1 Turnkey and 0 Watchmen to insist him. 
Tile Governor pay.s tlio snlai*ies of the whole ostablislmicnt under the sumo du’ections; the 
Boolis .and entire interior economy are well plitaincd by Mr. Maripioss, and regulated with 
gre.at cm'c ; tlio BoiU’d of Superintendence luivo, however, appointed a Committee to ex- 
amine with accuracy into all particulars connected witJi tlic saluricB, expenditure, .and sWre 
Accountis of this and tlio other Prisons of Dublin, with a view to j'ender the chai’ge on the 
public as low as a duo regard to the public service avill admit, and to c.stablish uniformity hi 
all the Prisons under their charge. 
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We cairaot close om- Report witliout Mycrting to an .application in.atle by the GoTernor D„„,cr. 

and Ml'S. Rawlins, the Head Matron, for an incrca.se of £50 a-yeai- to the salary of each. ' y / 

We do feel tliat' when the value of the services of these highly qualified Officers as well as Femnle 

the amount of their salaries are compared with those of the Officers of the other Gaols of Grange 

the City, the application appears most reasonable ; and on public grounds we deem it our 
duW again to recommend to the Grand Jury the fiivourable consideration of the subiect 
The Ladies’ Committee occasionally visit this Female establishment, and some Ladies 
from that benevolent Institution, “ Tiic Sisters of Charity,” attend every Sunday and'give 
religious and moral msti'uction to person.s of their oivn religion, and it is reported to us 
that much good has resulted from their visits. 

It is perhaps right to stato hero, as connected with tliis Pri.son, that the Victoria Asylum 
a charitable Institution, for the reception of Female penitents on their discLarge froin Pri’ 
son has arisen out of this establishment, and that upwards of 50 Female Prisoners recom- 
mended by Mrs. Rawlins, have been received at the expiimtion of their sentence within the 
last year, many of wliom have been restored to society as reformed chai-actcrs. 

The Local Inspector, Chaplains, and Medical Officers, take much interest in this Prison 
and the Prisoners are all clothed in a Prison^ dress, and receive the legal profits on their 
work; the Diet is economical and good in quality ; and the Boai'd of Superintendence meet 
at stated periods to control the system. The whole Prison is remarkable for cleanlines-s 
and good order ; and though the re-committals are necessarily numerous in a large city, the 
cases of reformation arc strong proofs of the value and soundness of the system. 

Sheriff's Prison. 

No alteration has been made in this Prison since the last Report. It is still conducted Sheriff'* Prison, 
under the original Rules of the Court of King’,s Bench, published in the year 1810, the 

Scale of Rents for the Apartments being as follows ; 

Five Rooms furnished, in whieli the Prisoner pays 1 Os. 6d. per week, 3s. of which is 
placed to the credit of the Grand Jury, tho remaining sum of 7s. 6d. being paid to the 
Keeper in consideration of the Furniture. 

Three unfm-nished front Rooms 3s. per week, paid by each Prisoner to the ci-edit of the 
Grand Jury. 

Twenty-fom- Prisoners in side Rooms, at Is. 6d. per week, to the credit of the Grand 
Jury. 

Seven Prisoners in Basement Story, at Id. per night. 

The emoluments of the Keeper arc ascertained prior to each Presenting Term, and previous 
to the last year a Presentment was made to him for such sum as, added to the other emoluments, 
produced a salary of £500 a year. Tho sum was last yeai' reduced to £350; but the 
Keeper is m doubt whether the reduction was confined to tho case of the late Keeper, who 
held another employment, or is to be a permanent reduction. Tho Sheriffs of the present 
year have removed Mr. Cooney, late Keeper, and appointed Mr. Taylor, under whoiu is one 
Deputy at £104, and two Watclimen at £52 per annum. 

If the Debtors committed to Newgate by the Coroner could legally be removed to this 
t'rison, It would be most desirable, and tlio point of Law ought to be settled. 

It requires much care to induce a number of Debtors of the Class who are confined in the 
Marshaiseas of Dublin to iceop their apai-tments in such a state as to produce a general effect 
ot neatness and order in the Institution; and to this point we would call the particular 
attention of the recently appointed Officer, as the Rooms were in a more creditable state on 
the . year. There were 39 confined on the day of Inspection, being 15 les,s

Prison is in tho same state as in the last yeai*. The Act for Abolishing Arrest for City Marsliahea. 
Debt on Mesne Procc^ does not produce a change, the committals being cliiefly under De- 
crees of the Court of Conscience. The Debtors who occupy rooms axe charged a rent of 
pel* week. There were seven Prisoners of tliis class on the day of Inspection, 
and 25 in the small Common Hall, in which they ai’e confined by day and night, being pre- 
cisely the same number as on the Inspection of 1839. We therefore transcribe the obser- 
vation made on that occasion, and lament that nothing has been done to improve the condition 
of the Pi-isoners

APPENDIX TO NINETEENTH REPORT OF THE 

we found the pauper budding, on the state of which wo have been obliged to mate so niaiT 
bad Reports, in a very improved condition— m cleanliness, and m a proper supply of beddini 
aad other necessaries, on account of tUo want of winch wo were lormerly assailed Avith com- 
plaints • and as it is extremely difficult, from the peculiar circumstances ot the Prison to 
check the introduction of spii’ituoiis liquors by rules uihI punishments, we are fortunate hi 
the ffi-eat change that has taken place in the temperate habits ot the inmates, aad wHdiis 
to be attributed to the improvement of tho times, and to bo considered (as it is by the 
Marshal) as one of the fruits of the spread of Tcinpcranco Societies, 

Since the last Eeport tho principle that hid been introduced iii the h’ee rooms, of paying 
a fixed sum on entrance, and being freed from any furtlier charge for rent has been extended 
to the state rooms by order of tho Court of Queen’s Bench ; and on payment of £5, any 
person whose former habits of life may vender tlic additional accommodation in these apai-f 
ments almost necessary, may socui’c it without being subjected to pay a rent, in the event 
of any change in his circumstances that would preclude tho possibility of his discharging his 
arrears. The effect of continued rents was found by cxpericiico to be the_ accumulation of 
irrecoverable arrears, and tho consequence was felt both in loss to tho public, and discontent 
and disorder in the Prison ; combinations against rents having been often excited by those 
who were most highly in ai’rem’s. 

The result of tlic change has been, that within several months tliorc has not been occaaon 
for on© instance of tho exercise of coercive discipline.

Under the Superintendence of the Architect of tho Board of Worlp the building is now 
kept in good order, and there was not on the day of tho luspcctioii of tlic Prison, one appli- 
cation for repaii’S or alterations in any of the rooms. 

St, Sepulchre’s Manor Prison. 

This Prison is now clear of Paupor Prisoners. The persons confined in rooms had no 
complaints to malce. The Marshal is a respoctahic Officer. 

iiiclmond Lunatic Asyhem. 

This extensive Asylum for tho District of tho County and Cit,y of Dublin, and ffie 
Counties of Meath, Louth, and Wicklow, continues in tho same state of good order in which 
we have so lono* reported it, every tiling connected with the cstabliBhinont being indicative 
of the care of the Board of Local Commissioners, and of tho zeal and ability of Mr. Wrigley, 
the Manan-er : the Female department being in an equally creditable state under Mrs. 
Wrigley, tbc Matron. 

Since last Inspection the works in the' extensive piece of ground talcen on the west side of 
Grano-c Gorman-Lone have been finished, a commodious gavdon-liousc built, and a tunnel 
opened under tho road with a passage connecting the two divisions of the ground: these 
important works have boon completed on a very judicious and ornamental plan, and the pro- 
fits of this gai’den ai-e likely to he considorahlo. 

We have liad communications with the Local ConiraiasionoT'.s on a subject of very serious 
importance to the wcUarc of this cstabiislimout : thcro ai-o at pi'esciit in the House from the 
County and City of Dublin alono, abovo 100 harmless nud incurable Lunatics and Idiots, most 
improper inmates for an Asylum designed for cur.ativo care, ami most injurious thereto, nnd 
they necessarily c.xclude an equal number of applicants whoso casus may be curable, ajid reqwing 
prompt treatment. One half of the incurables are piirsons who were in tho Kichmond, prior to 
its being a District Asylum ; tho other half having boon since admitted, and belonging partly to 
the North and partly to the SouthPoor Law Unions of Dublin. A proposition has been sub- 
mitted to the Government, to add the former chiss, admitted prior to tho establishment of a 
district for the Asylum, and who Imd been maintained at tho public expense, to the Asylum 
at Island-Bridge ; while an application 1ms been made to the Poor Law Guardians to receive 
the incurables more recently admitted. _ . 

On the success or failure of these endeavours to ’clciu’ tho Asylm of this overfiow ot 
incui’ablo cases, will probably depend tho necessity of building additional accommodaho^ 
which it is most desirable to avoid, but a measui'o to which tho Local Commissioners must 
be driven if they are not relieved in any other way. b 

The details 01 this Institution, for the last year, are given in our Appendix, Scheaule n, 
to which we refer.

Private Asyhms. 

Private Asylums. These Asylums continue at Finglas.s, and other vill.agcs near Dublin, and consist of those 
of Drs. Harty, Duncan, and Gregory, at Fiiiglass ; Dr. Eustace, at Plampstoad ; with the 
Retreat at Bloomfield, near Donnybrook ; ami that of Dr. Duffy, of G lasnovin, added this 
yeai*. 

Their numbers aim stated in our General Report.^ They arc severally well conducted 
and respectable establishments ; the treatment of tho inmates mild, and their accommodation 
comfortable. 



NORTH DISTRICT. 



County of Antrim Gaol at CarricJiferyus. 

North District. It is gratifying to report that fill tho difficulties whieh have for years existed, as to the mode 

• ^ 1 of provimng accommodation foi’ Criminals in this extensive County, have been overcome by the 

Co. Autrim Gaol at Grand Jury, who have, on tho rccommondatiou of tho Cfiinmittco appointed by them, and 
Carnckfei^us. almost with tho couseiit and approbation of tho cutii-c County, resolved to erect a hvge 
House of Correction near Belfast, containing 300 cells, on the most approved plan of Separa- 
tion, with every improvement .suggested by experience in Europe iiiul America. I naTe 
inspected tho Site and Plans, and they ai'o higlily ci'cditablc to the County and the Archi- 
tect, and without reference to, or inteifci'ciico with .any future contemphitcd alterations in the 
County Town or Court-PIouso, I do not hesitate to say. this House of Correction will be the 
most creditable Prison in Ireland ; and if (amducted by ([ualified Officers, will be a model, 
and I trust an example in practice for Wovlc, Discipline, and Moral Government to any 
Gaol in Europe : and I am still of opinion tluat I shall eventually bo borno out in statmg, 
that this arrangement for providing legal accommodation for tlie crime of tho County, 'will 
prove economical by lessening crime, and tho incrcfused return of dear profits on work. _ 
Having said thus nmcli, it would be unnecessary to defeiil tho state and defects of this 
County Gaol, wore it not my duty for tho information of tlio.se unacquainted with the facts, 
to have on record a justification of the County for incurring the large outlay required m the 
first instance, and I am reconciled to the delay hitlierto occasioned, by the vast improvements 
made lately by Law and experience in Prison Discipline, and suitable buildings. 

There are only 50 Cells in the Old Gaol, with 6 Day-rooms and 6 Yards, for an average 
of 250 Prisoners, so that 5 should sleep in one cell, whereas tho Law, as well as moral 
Discipline, requires a cell to each ; this one fact makes out a gooil ease for an enlarged acwm- 
modatioii. The Prisoners must, under such congregation day and night, leave the Gao 
corrupted by evil communication, as well as unpunislied by tho soutence to confinement 
There ai*c only three Male classes, so that frequently fifty or more lU’o together, setting at 
defiance all order, silence, or regularity, at meals or work'; sciu’cely any Trades or profitable 
work can bo taught or carried on, and, consequently, stono brealiing, and picking o^um m 
gangs' is almost tiie only employment, as thei'e is no Tread Wheel to execute Hard Laboin 
sentences, and no By-f-aws could be enforced if they existed ; under these circximstances i 
is not to bo wondered at there arc so many recommittals as 283 in the year, and no instaac 
of reformation. 
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I would bo doing injustico to the Officers, resident and non-resident ivero I not to st.te v 
Iheir exertions to preserve order m the midst of such difficulties : the Local Inspeeter is m 
Bcellent and senlous Pubhe Officer, and gives bis constant attention to the Prison in all the C»- Antdoi Cad at 
details ; to the Govcrnoi s exertions, aided by Ins Assistants, ive arc indebted for the clean- Canickfergus. 
liness of the Prison, the omploymcnt of the inmates, the decency of demeanor e.vliibited 
amongst such masses ot uudLsciplincd I nsonevs, and the general safety of an hisecum finni 
The Slcdical Officers attend caa-cftUly to the Side, iu a very unsuitable Hospital aud the 
Chaplains perform all tiimr dutic.s m ;ui equally un, suitable and undivided Chapel. There is i 
good School ©.stabhshed, and a class of boys sepai-atcd, wliich is very creditable to the Master' 
the Food is oconoinically provided lor, and tbc Books, Accounts, and Registries rcgularlv 
kept; some Clothing is issued, but only when absolutely necessary. & J 

The Female department in this, County Gaol is an instance of how much order can be 
established, under the worst circumstances, as to accommodation : there were 90 Female 
Prisoners coiifinod on the day of my Inspection, a iimiiber exoceding any Prison in Ireland 
e.xcept Dublin, they were all employed, aud receive daily instruction under tbc care of a 
Matron and Assistant, assisted occasionally by some ladles in the town. I was quite grati 
fied at the order that prevailed, considering the unavoidable confusion of such numbers in one 
class generally, and wi«l only two rooms, lately erected by the exertions of the Local Inspec- 
tor aud the Board of Superiiitondonco. Tho support given by this Boai’d to the Officers 
has contributed much to tho order that prevails. Tho Femnlos are paid a portion of their 
eai-nings ; and I beg to rocoiiimend tho Heml Matron to the benevolence ot the Grand Jury 
for Superannuation under the lato Act ot Parliament, ns a faitlifnl old Officer, nearly worn 
out in then* service. •' 

The Town Prisoners arc now confined in the County Gaol, under the Prison Act since 
their Gaol was abolished, and they are attended to, aud receive all the allowances granted to 
County Prisoners, for which the Town Funds arc required to provide. A clear profit of 
£92 185. has been made on work, and credited to the County Funds. ^ 

Belfast District Lunatic Asijlmn, 

I inspected this Provincial Establishment for the Lunatic Poor of the Counties of Down Belfast District 

and Antrim, and found it m every respect conducted on the best known principles, for the Lunatic Asylum, 

cave aud cure of this disease. The management is very creditable to the resident Officer in 
charge and tho Matron, and gives evidence in common with all these Public Asvlums in 
Ireland, of the success attending Moral treatment, and useful employment in ai^riculture and 
other works. ®

165 of these aa*e daily employed in Agriculture, Weaving, and Female works There are 

24 awes of ground attached to the Institution ; the Cost and Expeuditui’c will be found in 
the Appendix ; and the Board of Directors continuo theii* kind and benevolent control over all 
details. The Asylum as yet contains room for all pressing demands, but unless relieved by 
roor Houses, of harmless incurables, and the influx of dangerous cases from the Gaols, it is 
™ y® that accommodation will not soon bo found for recent cases, requii'ing immediate 
relief. ^ TJic Medical Officer continues his coustimt and judicioms care over the inmates : the 
ad^sioa of light by Gas is under considei-ation, aud tho mti'oduction of warmth by hot 
irater pipes, has proved useful and economical.

This unsuitable i.lnco under tlio Court House, continues to bo used as a place of conlnemem 
for Prisoners, previous to transmission to tlie Comity It is utterly lUegjd, as we lave 

frequently reported, and should bo abolished, unless the County shall erect a Bridewell as 
tho^Laiv requii-es, in this SosslonV Town. There arc only 8 Colls, and uo Duy-rooms, no 
YiU'tE, and no water ; an attempt luis been made to provide one yard, by viuling off a small 
piece of Miu-ket House, which only admits the Prisoners to converse more freely with those 
outside. Some Blankets and Furniture are wanted, but I could not^ocrtily for them, as it 
would appear to give our stuictioii to an illegal place ot conhucinont. 1 ho Keeper attends to 
his duty as far as practicable. 

Houne of Correction at Jielfast. 

This confined and ill consti-uctod Prison is amongst tlio few instances wo h.ave in Ireland, 
of proving what efficient and qualiiied Officei-s may offi'Ct, ovc'ii when the confined accommo- 
dation is fdmost iui excuse for the absence of all Discipline. For many years this Institution 
has Ijcen eminent for tlic employment of ov<ivy Prisoner at nsclid timl very profitable works, 
returning a credit annually to tlio Cmmty Fumls yf sevoval luiiidred pounds, a thing unpre- 

cedcutod as yet in Irolund; and tbongh tli(! chief employment i.s stone brcukiiig, and is not 

so useful to tlic yuiiiigev Crimivuds in after life as 'L’radcs, yet it is a rational puuislimeat, it 
proveiits recomniittals, and is not wlioliy without its use in enabling the inmates to obtain 
employment after, from tliciv skill at such work. I liavc so fully explained the contemplated 
New Hoasc of Correction in my Report on the County < laol, about to_ he erected neai- Bel- 
fast, that I 1100(1 not vc]ioat it bore, further than to say, that the experience obtained by the 
County from the well working of this establishinent, i.s great encouragement to the extenaon 
proposed; and that from the zeal ami intclligonco shown by _Mr. Forbes the present Gover- 
nor, and bis practieal knowledge of Disci]ilino, and Ids voiulincss to receive information and 
instruction oil all the details, 1 do not hesitate to .say, that 1 am still of opinion that in tha 
New House of Correction, the profits on work will bo greatly ineroasod — the recommittals 
diminished— the reformation of many individuals socuved — and the expense to the County 
eventually repaid. . , . , 

I must ao’ain repoi't upon the, small accommodation afforded in this place of confinement, 
for the information of those wJio may not bo aware of tlic iicecssity of a now Prison. Thei'e 
ai-c only 36 small Cells, for an average of 140 CriiuiiiaJs, Male and Female, and thus 5 or 6 
are necessarily iTuwdcd at night in I eoiitaniinating each other, after a day of industry. 
There arc no Wurk-rooms, uo divided Chapel, no soparato llo.spIUils, only 2 Yards, and no 
ventilated Solitary Cells or classification, and all the men wuvlc in the yard in gangs, and 
prevented by eonstaut inspection from conversing together, or combining to escape : tlici'c 
is no proper accommodation for the Tiu’iikcys, and no Tread Wliocl. 

The Local Inspector, Modical Officer, and Chaplains, are attentive to their yariousdufies; 
the minor Officers appear well chosen ; and the Boai’d of Supi.'i‘iutcndonec give their kind 
Lind constant attention to the wants and control of this establislmioiit, which is so credikible 
to the County in all the details. The Diet is good in (|iiality, ami vci'y moderate in expen- 
diture ; the Books and Accounts arc correctly kept ; By-Iaiws e,stablisliod ; and a valuable 
printed sheet is aiuuially published, detailing tlic numbers confined — the entire expense of 
the Institution— and the clo.ar profits of w'oidc t(i tlio County, amounting in the cwTeiit yeai' 
to very near one tlioiisiuid pounds. 

The Females, in 2 i:]assc.s, arc attended to by a well qualified Matron and Deputy ; they 
ai'C instructed in a School, daily, and are all employed at pi’ofitablo ivork, much of it peculiar 
to Belfast on account of the maimfiuitori(\s there: a ladies’ committco occasionally attend— the 
Prisoners aro all clothed, and receive one-third of their earnings. 

A good School is (istabiislicd for tlio Male Pi'isoiiers, who :u‘o all under sentence to Hard 
Labour ; they ai’c clothed in a Prison dress, and though their cliiof profitable work is stone 
bi’eaking for the streets and roads, yet a few ai'o picking oakum and hair, pounding free- 
stone, and at Trades and weaving for Prison work ; wlicn accommodittion is provided, theM 
can bo considerably increased. Cots arc miieli used on account of tbc smaU cells, and it is 
worth consideration whetlier theso should be introduced into the new Prison to procure 
room and cleanliness.

Notwithstanding the expectations of my Colleague, Major Woodward, b his Report on 
the Inspection of this Prison last yoai’, that a now Gaol would bo immediately erected, 
regret to have to state for tho information of tho County and tlio G ovornment, that I coul 
trace no prospect of tliis absolutely necossai-y woi'k being commenced, and it only 
for me, as a part of my duty, to (Ictall tho sad state of this County Establishment, ^Y' ® 
utter impossibility of the Law being complied with in any one dci>ai‘tmcut, 
and intelligent tho Local Inspector may bo, aided in the details by tho worldug Oftcers 
the Prison. Indeed if it wore not for 'his exertions, to in-oiuotc such order and cleanhness 
is practicable, tlio want of accommoclatiou and chissifioation would liavo created such an 
posui’e and absence of all moral government, that tho Gi'aud Jury, tiio Judges, and ■ 
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aovernment would liave culled for additionfd buildings and enforced their erection The 
Plans are all prepared on the host principles of Separation ; there is sufficient crrouud for 
building in the rear ot the Uaol liolonging to the County, and I woidd submit forlavouralile 
consideration that the next Grand Jiir^ should as,sist us in recommending to tho Judge 
after the Assizes, to place the amount oi tho estimate on the grand wai-rant as (should his 
Lordship approro of it) Iro is authorizod to do by the Prison Act, Y Goo. IV., cap. 74, 
clause 132. ’ ’ 

It would be unncco.ssary to repeat in so many Reports tbc defects in tliis Gaol were it not 
that we have every reason to expect, from the frequent readine.ss of the Grand Jury to en- 
tertain the subject, that some deci.sivo step will be now taken, aud that this County will cease 
to be almost the only c.xcoption iii_ tho North of Ireland, where measures have not been 
taken to secure the means of providing a sccoudiuy punisliment, by sufficient accommodation 
for separation of Prisoners, aud a mopd govcrnmoiit calculated to benefit Prisoners by con- 
finement, and to send them out of Prison at least not contaminated by evil communication 
with their companions : and wo aro tho more anxious for this great object, from our convic- 
tion that the Local Insjmctor Doctor Kidd, the Cliaplains, aud Medical Officers, would 
carry out all the benevolent intontion.s of tho Legislature, in all the details of Prison Disci- 
pline, with zeal aud intelligence, wore tho means of doiug so liberally provided for. 

There are only 18 Colls for an average of 124 Prisoiior.s, whereas the Law requires a 
single cell foi- each, consequently several sloop in one cell, mid others arc congregated in 
larger rooms, where, of noceasity, ovory evil communication exists ; aud during the day all 
Males capable of working ai-e cmp.loycd together at stone lu-eaking, {tried anil untried) under 
sheds in 2 narrow and unsuitable yards—uo suggestion that I caui malxe would remedy tliis 
evil, except by now buildings. The Prisoners all eat their food together in one or two 
rooms, tlms creating a social meal, instead of each man proceeding to his cell for tliis purpose 
m practised iu our well regulated Gaols with good effect. There are nominally three Male 
classes, aud a few small Day-rooms aud Yards, but practically tho Prisoners m-e together at 
work and meals, aud no silcnco or useful cLassification cau exist, nor in the crowded state 
could Trades be taught, or any extonsivo profits bo made for the Comity : tlierc is no regu- 
lar Prison dross as required by Law. Under all these circumstances, I was not sui’prise^ to 
find many recommittals, and no instances of reformation of chm-acter in individuals, which 
tends (though unobsei-ved) to increase tho expense to the County. 

Having thus stated tlio evils existing in this Public Establishment, it is right also to re- 
port on what legal arrangements arc made by the Officers to establish good'ordcr aud re- 
move tho existing difficulties ; there is a Tread Wheel to e.xecutc the sentence to Hard 
Labour, and the punisliment is enforced ; a good School is established for Male Prisoners ; 
the Books and Registries are coiTectly kept ; the Dietary i« good and remiu'kably econom- 
ical, being only 2|cf. per head ; aud the Prison is kept ver^ clean and orderly— these things 
are all creditable to the Governor and worldng Officers. 

The Hospital department is carefully attended to in separate Hospitals by the Medical 
Officers ; tho Chaplains attend to their various duties, aud there is a Chapel with 4 divisions 
Ottiy ; and the Female dopai-tmont is conducted by a Matron in two cks.ses, who gives them 
iostiuction and employment ; the Fcmalo Prisoners are clothed, and occasionally visited by 
some laches. However there are only 6 cells for them, and consequently they are congi-e- 
gated at night, its well as at the Male side, and but little moral effect can be produced by 
sach arrangements. Should accommodation for a sound system be provided, I would submit 
that the Matron, and any other old and fiuthful Officers should be superamiuated, and be 
«pla^d by highly qualified and experienced persons, well acquainted with the best Gaol 
Disdpline. 

Some of the Boai'd of Superintendence held a meeting on the day of my Inspection, to 
^hom I explained the state of the Gaol in general, aud 1 would submit for theii* considera- 
hon, and that of tlie Grand Jury, that the tew Solitary Cells ai-o not sufficiently ventilated ; 
that there are no By-laws established uuder the Act ; and that another Tiumkey is reqnh’ed 
to secure sufficient inspection : I also laid before them the Act of List Session, legcuiziog 
the complete separation of all Criminals, and this alono would justify the erection of a new 

building. 

It is my duty to inform the Grand Jury, that I inspected a new place of confinement in 
Newtownhamiltou, which has been lately erected by Presentment, without the approval 
Wquii'ed W Law of Ms Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. It is utterly illegal ; only one 
^ai'd, no Cells, and no proper Day-rooms. It is under ground ; there is no Furnitm*e ; no 
Registry or Aceoimts, and quite ^amp ; yet many Piisoners ai’e kept occasionally in it : I 
submit that it may be abandoned immediately.

District Lunatic Asylum at Armagh. 

This Institution for the care aud cui'e of the Insane poor of the Counties of Armagh, District Lunatic 
Monaghan, Cavan, and Fermanagh, continues to be kept m excellent order, aud under sound Asylum, Armagh, 
^guktions, and has not sufficient accommodation for the wants of theDistrict, although thePoor 
Houses will relieve the Asylum of some iucui’able aud harmless patients. TMs Institution is 
^pable of containing 200 eases ; it is conducted with as much economy as is consistent with 
the gi*eat objects connected with it ; anumberof cures and convalescent eases are discharged 
i^u^y, and the value of moral government and employment for the Patients is manifest to 
^ visitors. The Directors continue their benevolent superintendence of all the details, and

the value of tho Manager and Matron’s experience and iutelligcnco is manifest throughout 
The Books and Accoimts are correctly kept ; the Keepers are humane and good Officers’ 
and the valuable services of Doctor Kidd, as Medical Officer, cannot be over-rated ; he sets 
a high value on the benefit of moral govcrnmoiit by a resident Manager.

Large quantities of linen wove woven by the Patients, and all the clothing and bedding 
made up by them. There arc only 13 acres of gremud to occupy the Male inmates ia aori- 
culturo, out of which a rcnsonablo ]u*oIit Is mndo, and an extension of it would be useffil • 
almost every individual is cmiiloycd, and few under any i-esti-aint. 

The average expense of each Ihitiont, including every thing, is about £20 per head. 

The influx of Patients li’ora tho Prisons uiulor the Into Act of Parliament lias caused some 
crowding, but it is expected that the Poor IIonsc.s will relieve tlio Institution of many m- 
curables, and thus leave room for recent cases. 

Gas has not yet been introduced for lighting the o.stabIi.slimciit as at Londonderry.

I found 20 private Patients in tlii.s Asylum, apparently kindly treated, but the accommo- 
dation in day-rooms and colls is not sufficient ibr that imuibcr ; bo lias promised to supply 
this want immediately.

The old and illegal Bridewell in this Session’s Town is now ^cpli^ccd by a new one, con- 
taining all the accommodation required for a temporary Prison for a few night’s confinement, 
and I submit that a qualified Keeper may ho appointed to replace tho old man in chju'ge, 
who should be superannuated — the salaiy at £6 Gs. is much too small. 

Lurgan BrideioeU. 

Tills small Prison contains 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and G Colls, for Prisoners in ti’aasifcu 
to the County Gaol. The Keeper ia attentive to Iiis duty, and the place is kept clean and 
regular ; the salary is only ,£10 per annum. 

Balhjhot, Nciny. 

This Bridewell lias only 2 small Day-rooms, 2 Cells and 2 Yards, quite too confined for 
the wants of this largo Session’s Town. 'J’lie regulations aro attended to by the old man in 
charge, who should be superannuated as a faitbJul old OfUccr — his salary at £12 is quite 
too small, A Sewer is much wanted in the Yard, and 3 pair of Blankets ai’C require to 
replace those worn out. 



County of Cavaii Gaol. 

Since the Gro.nd J nry^ liavo added to tho actuunmodiition of this Gaol, we have annually 
reported favourably on its good order, cleanliness, and interior economy, and tliis ^earit 
IS gratifying to report that tiio Pcnitentiiuy System lias made great advances, especially as 
te separation at meals, employment, and prevention of evil oomumnication amongst the 
Prisoners ; and should tlio Grand Jury tuko up those .subjects and encourage them, imd 
view them as wo do, as tho great ground work of i-c-tbviuation in Prisoners, rational second* 
oi'v punishment, and the consequent diiiiiuntion of eririic, v/o would expect to see Oavnu 
oxJubit a perfect System. Some of tho Board of Superintendence were kind enough to 
meet me on the day_ of my Inspection, iuul I subinittcd to them this subject in detail, and 
the necessity of erecting some cells for the Female department, as they now are congregated 
together in three rooms ; and I need not say that separation by night, and indeed by day> “ 
necessary for Female Prisoners os Males. 

e AT contains GS cells, which would be sufficient in general for the average number 

ot Male Criminals ; so that if a Female Pi’isou is erected, the Ho.spital being thereby restore 
to its legitimate use, and tho Debtors almost altogether removed by tho Insolvent o 
last Sessions, there will bo accommodation for a_^parate System at night; and by ereetmg

sliods ia the yards, -\yith divisions for each individual, a Sepai-ato System for work by day : 
thus the evil of intercourse aanongst Prisoner.^ will be avoided, and "should the Grand Jury 
wish to cai'ry separation to a greatci’ extent at a future period, it caa be accomplished by 
enlai'gmg the cefls a few foot in length. Tliero arc 6 Day-rooms, 4 Work-rooms, and U 
Yards, all of which caix bo raado available by degrees for perfect separation : at present 
the tried Male Prisoners cat their inoals in their cells, and the Board have ordered a trial 
to bo made of the untried, for whom it is cc[ually necessary, if any moral restraint is to he 
preserved. The Criminals ar’e all employed at stone breaking, weaving, and other Trades, and 
a considerable profit arises to the County : a uuuibcr of young huls have been taught and 
improved in various Trades, so as to benefit them in after life, and a gi-eat degree of silence 
and order is preserved. There is a Tread Wheel for Hai-d Labour Prisoners; and a School 
is established, though I doubt its efficiency, as the Master is not paid for his entire time, and 
he ceases to be a Gaol Officer when his 4 hours expire ; I would submit his being paid as 
other Turnkeys, or to inalce each Turnkey instruct liis own class for an hour, and thus save 
the expense of a Mastei*, if ho cannot devote Ids whole time to tlie discipline of the Gaol. 

The Prisoners arc all clothed in a Pri.son dross, wliich is a viduablo acquisition to good 
order and discipline. Tlio Female classes are admirably managed under the care of a well 
qualified Matron and Deputy, and they receive instruction and employment. The want of 
sleeping cells for each Female is a sad drawback to the Matron’s meaiis of discipline and 
order, hut I tmst tliis difficulty ivill bo removed !)y a New Female Prison as already suggested. 

The Sick arc carefully attended by Doctor Roc, with such accommodation as ho has ; 
there is a well divided Chapel, and the Chaplains attend to their duties ; the Governor is an 
intelligent, zealous Officer, and his Pi-ison is very creditable to him ; and the Local Inspector 
who superintends tliis public establishment is a good Public Officer ; the Diet is good in 
quality, and economically provided for, and By-laws are established. 

There arc 6 Solitary Colls for punishment, but they arc not sufficiently ventilated for use. 

I would submit thivt an additional Turnkey may bo employed, to enable the Governor to 
have an increased infection at all hours on ovci’y class, and that the custom of allowing one 
shilling per week to Wardsmen should bo abolished, which would enable the County to pay 
another Turnkey without additional expense. 

Bridewell at Ballyconnell. 

Major Woodwai’d reported tliis small Prison in bad order and neglected, on his visit last 
year, anew Keeper has been .appointed, and I found it clean and regular in every particular, 
^bere arc 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yards, and 3 Colls, sufficient for the few Prisoners confined on 
their way to the County Gaol. A pump should be sunk in the yard, and 3 pair of Blankets 
sent from the County Gaol. 



Bailiehoro' atid CooteMll Bridewells. 

These minor Prisons arc kept in good order by correct and attentive Officers ; they con- 
tain the separate accommodation required by Law for a fmv Prisoners, in transitu to the 
County Gaol, and the Registries arc correctly attended to. 



County of Donegal Gaol at Lifford. 

This County Gaol continues to be, and has for many years been eminent for its good 
order, mor.al government, and system, and was for a long pei’iod the example to which we 
referred the Northern Gaols, imd ccidainly from it emanated the practical working of a 
good interior discipline, which has licen so creditably followed by many neiglibouring Gaols j 
and if it appeal’s in our Reports, that other Prisons have partially or wholly adopted some 
of the late improvements in discipline, such as Scpai'ation under the Act of Last Session, or 
any profitable work in Trades &c., which have not yet commenced at Lifford, it is to be 
attributed to tho utter impossibility of doing so, from having no space, accommodation, or 
suitable cells for the one, or from local circumstances and disadvantages, no means of dis- 
posing of the work to Jiccomplish the other ; and no remedy exists but that of the Grand 
Jury and Boai’d of Superintendence tfficing up the subject, and altering the Gaol to adapt 
it for total scpai’ation, and providing occasionally small sums at tho disposal of the Local 
Inspector, for tho instruction of all ■3io younger Prisoners in vai’ious Trades, that will be 
useful to them in after life, raise them in the grades of society, encoui'^c reformation, and 
send them out of Prison at least improved, if not frequently reformed : 1 cannot think these 
small sums, say £30 half yeai’ly, (which has occasionally been done abeady) would be lost 
to the County, and it appeal’s to us as leritimate a subject for taxation, as any fiuidsfor educa- 
tion in other Institutions. To lessen Crime, and reform Criminals, is the ultimate object 
of all committals to Gaol, and these can only be accomplished by sound discipline at some 
expense to the public ; I do not wish to interfere with the laudable economy primtised. in 
this County, but it is my duty to state and recommend improvements for tlie consideration 
of the Grand Jury. 

It is not possible to visit this Gaol without observing the great order, cleanliness, and 
system, whicli exists in every department, and in all the details of duty, and we have 
been ready to bear testimony to the zeal and intelligence of iJie Local Inspector, and the 
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efficieEcy of the Governor and liis resident undov Officers ; duty cannot be evaded or noffl 
ed without imuiediate discovery, which is followed hy removal of the under Officer whi 
the well conducted one is marked out for promotion to the cjtrc of BridcwclLs. There ' ^ 
85 Single Cells, 21 Work and Day-rooin.s,^ 1 1 Yards, and 4 Solitary Colls in this Pris^^ 
tor an average of 93 inmates, tvliiJi is sufiieient for separation hy night, and cougre . 
labour by day ; aud :is the Local Inspector is at pro.scnt absent for a few tlays in 
with the intention of visiting one of the best Prisons in_ London, conducted on the S^’ 
ate principle, I trust ho may discover some mode by which ho can (if approved of bv tl * 
Grand Jury) commence in some degree liy giving the system a fair trial at Lifford^ on 
small scale : I can ojily suggest at presoiit breaking two cells into oiio, in a few instances'' 
and dividing 10 of the Day-rooms into larger cells ; tlie Hoard may I'oly with great'confi* 
denco on any suggestion from thoir Local luspcctoi- to obtain this object or any improvement* 

The Prisoners arc all employed, chicHy at .stone tiiid hone bi'Oidcing, and any tradesmen 
confined are engaged at Prison work ; the stone breaking is not profitable in this localitv 
and, coasequoutly tljo profits are trifling ; a. Tread Wheel is not considci'od necessary and 
the most perfect silence tlnat is pvaetieabie, without entire separation, is cstablislicd; an excel 
lent School is canned on, By-laws inado and cnfov<!e(l, a good system of Gaol Accounts 
and Registries is lcei)t, and tlie Dictai-y i-eiuarkahly regular and moderate in expense 
being 2^d. per head, per day; I think it would ho an inipi'uvoiiiciit to enforce the meals being 
oat in the cells, to prevent any thing lileo social iiitorcourso in a Prison, and to give some 
spare time to the Turnkeys . There is a good Hospital and divided Chapel, and the duties 
ai-e attended to hy the Medical Officer and Chaplains ; and tUo few recommittals (viz • 10 
in the Lst year) bcai‘ testimony to the good effects of Disuipliiio in tliis Gaol. 

Tho Female department i.s eoiKlnctcd imdoi- the l■al•e of a good Matron ; the inmates are 
instructed at school and employcHl at work ; bnt they arc not all clothed in a Prison th-ck • 
and I would i-ecommcud separation for this class of Prisoners, as well as the Males. ' 

The Board meet monthly, and take a kind interest in this public establisliinont, aud I would 
submit for tlieir favourable consideration, tlic iulvanbigc(.s of a gimeral, instead of pai-tial Pri- 
son dress for all Criminals, e.xchisive of their legal idaini. Mueli inconvenience luus arisen to 
this, and all our Couuty Gaols, from the committals of iiisaiio persons :i,ml idiots, aud unless 
the Poor Houses relieve us, or tlio Provincial Asylum is oiiiargod, sumo step must bo tjdcen 
to prevent our Giiols bceoniiiig Lmiatie Wai-ds, or a seimrate hnihling must ho erected for 
them. There are 12 lunatics and idiots .still in tin; olil Prison in Liifljril, who are attend- 
ed to khidly, as far a.s plae-e ami circiiinst!Viicc.s mhiiit, but I understand it will shortly be 
abandoned, as an Asylum for such paupers.

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I fotmd this excellent Prison as usual, remarkably clean and orderly in every narllcnlar 
a decided attention .and interest taken in all the details of Discipline, and an ankibus desire 
to improve the moral aiicl religious habits of the inmates, and these are the more valuable 
because no legislative enactment can teach or enforce them. Every Prisoner is clothed in a 
Gaol dress ; tliey are all employed, chiefly at Stone Breaking, Weaving, Tread Wheel &c. 
though the protits arc not as yet imich ; an cxcollciit well arranged School is established for 
seven Male chsso.% and a few instances of young men having learned Trades, with someweU 
blown reformed characters, gives an carne,st and example of what may be performed and 
e.xpectcd on a good system of Discipline. The Deputy Governor, and Officm-s in c-eneral 
are well chosen iuid qualified, and tiic Books and Registries arc cai’efully kept: but no Bv- 
luws arc a.c yet established ; the Dietai-y is ecouomically provided for, aud the Sick are care 
folly atteuded to m separate Hospitids by the Medical 0*00115, at the moderate expense of 
about4'12 annually for Modiemes; there is a well divided Chapel, and the religious duty 
is attended to by the Chaplains. ® ^ 

The Female Prisoner, s (44 in number at ].rescnt) are divided into four elnsses, and 
governed by two qualified Matron, s, who provide school iiistruotiou and ivork for them they 

.ire all clothed in a Pri,son dress, iUid rccoivo tlio ono-third of their emmino's but scpai'ation 

for the Female as well as Male Criminals is equally desirable. ° 

There are only IG Solitary Colls for miiiislimonts, but tlicy arc not siifficlentlv heated or 
veutilated, ivlucU sliould bo corrected ; 1 would also submit tliat the pecimiai-y allowance to 
Cooks and Wardsnicn slionhl bo abaudonctl, as niisiiitablo in a Prison. 

The Boai-d of SuporintciKlimi;o cmitinao tlicir kind attention to the interests of this great 
Gstivblishment, and the Gi-and Jury liboi-iilly provide wliat is nocc.ssary. Tlic now Insolvent 
Act it is believed will greatly lessen the number of Dcbtors—tliere wei’o 50 on the day of 
Inspection; the rooms they occupy can ho advantageously applied to sepai'ation. 



Newry Brideioell. 

I inspected the old Briilowoll, and found it as usual kept clean, the Registry attended to, 
and the pauper Prisoners fed, but the accommodation is by no means suitable : there are 
only 2 Day-rooms, 2 Yard,s, and a few large rooms, ivliere the Prisoners arc congregated 
by day and jm/ht; tliove are no cells, and it was never erected as a Prison, being used 
formerly as a^Custom-liousc ; even a.s a temporary Bnclewell for Prisoners till removed to 
tlie Coimty Gaol, it has not legal accommodation, and I iigaiii submit for consideration of 
the Grand Jury, that a new Prison should bo erected in rc;u“ of, or near the nc*w Court- 
House, with about 25 colls, us I suggo.stcd in a former Report, with i)aj-rooui.s and Yards : 
should this be complied with, it might, if approved of, bo made a District Bridewell under 
the Act, as the distance is so great to the County Gaol. 

I iun aware tluit a sum of .-tGOO has been pi'cscuted for this purpose, but on my visit, 
Major W iU'i’en and the Coinmi.ssioners for building were kind enough to suspend the pro- 
ceeding of making the Bridewell undor the Court-House, as I stated that the site and 
itccommodation would, iu my opinion, bo illegal and uuwholcsomc, and would not provide in 
any respect for the wants of tills populous town. The Commissioners were under the im- 
pression that Major Wood^vard hail approved of this site, which caused the difficulty ; I 
would submit that £600 more should he jii'cscnted I'or, whicli would build a good Bridewell 
in rear of, or neai* the Court-House, and if this cannot bo obtained, I would recommend the 
present £600 to be expended on the old Prison, which would moke it legal, and give reason- 
able accommoilatiou. 



County Fermanagh Gaol at Enniskillen. 

Iris impracticable with the confined accommodation of this Gaol to carry on a sound system 
of Discipline and secondary pnnislmiont, for Male or Female Prisoners, including silence or 
separation by day or niglib— profitable employment — effectual moral government, and the 
total absence of evil comimuiication amongst tiie imnates, and it is only a matter of surprise 
^^“iG tbat so much order prevails without sufiicient means to seem’e it, there being 39 
Males in one chiss ; this order can only be attributed to the zeal and activity of the Gover- 
nor and Ills Assistants, and it is only to he regretted that a greater field is not opened for 
their exertions by inca'oascd accommodation. In all the interior economy and details of duty 
there is much improvement, and from the attention of the Board of Superintendence to the 
interests of this establishment, I am not witliout hopes that they will recommend an addition 
to be erected at the Sprhig Assizes : the Bom-d had a meeting at my Inspection, and I laid 
betore them this subject, and such other matters as appeai'ed to me requisite ; and I hope to 
tay beioro the next Grand Jury, the former plans for additions, with such improvements as 
the Board suggested, and gave mo reason to hope they ivould suppoi-t. 

it only remains for mo to detail the state I found the Gaol in, and to suggest for favour- 
aole consideration, any alterations that ex])erienco may enablo me to recommend. 

m-o only 32 cells for an average of SO Criminal Prisoners, exclusive of Debtors ; 
there are 4 Day-rooms for Criminals, and 4 Yai’ds, with an Hospital containing only 3 small, 
rooms, and a few Debtors’ apm'tments ; tliis comprises the whole of the accommodation, con- 
^uently there are no Work-rooms, no Chapel, no Solitm’y Cells, no separate Hosiiital for 
Males and Femedes, with convalescent yai’ds; no sepai’ation for Female classes, consequently

they ai’c all congregated in one room by day, and sovci‘.il sleep together in same cell at night 
Tills plain statoniciit of facts will, I doubt not, satiaty tho Gr.ind Jinj of the necessity of 
supplying more i-ooni, especially as the Act_ of last Session, legalizing the separation of 
Prisoners day and night, cannot be enforced without it. 

There is a good School established for tho^Malc classes,^ and they arc all employed at 
stone bi-caking, oi‘ other useful work ; some ^^^>avcrs and Tailors iu-e also employed, but as 
yet no Trades are taught to the young Criinimils, and no money profits liavc arisen to en- 
able the Governor to comply with the Law, iu giving onc-tliird of the clear profits to the 
Prisoners. There is a Tread \71iccl to execute the sciiteneo to Hard Labour ; a code of 
By-laws has been made ; the Diet is economically provided for, and cooked by steam ; and 
a !ltfati'ou is appointed to regulate the Foiualo dc|)iivtmeiit, but no legal accommodation in 
rooms is provided for them. The Sick arc ciiref'ully attciulcd to by tlio Medical Officer • 
the Chaplains perform their duties as ro(iuircd by Law, and the Local Inspector is a zealous 
and intelligent public Ofliccr. The Gaol is ke[)t remarkably elcan ; the Books and Regis- 
tries correctly kept ; .and the ffovernov maintains the cbiii'actei' lie always held iu former 
employments, as a qualifiod and valuable public servant — his Salai-y is unusually small as 
Keeper of a County Gaol. 

The Prisoners have no Gaol Clothing, a.s supplied with benefit in the County Cavan 
Gaol. 



Bridcirell at Neiuiomibutler. 

This minor Prison for the temporary use of alow Prisoners, previous to their transmission 
to the County Gaol, has legal accommodation, aiul is cavcfiilly attended to by the Keepers. 



Count!/ of Kildare Gaol, Nnas. 

I FOUND this Gaol in the same state of o.xtremc domilincss and good order in which it has 
been imiformly reported since the appointment of Mr. Clarke as Govonior ; the work-shops 
are carried on with much zeal, and making good pi'ogross ; I found, of 36 Male Criminals, 
17 at tiscful Trades, 11 at Stone breaking, ami 8 at Prison duty ; the profits for the rear 
being ,£167 17s. 4d, 

I have submitted to the Bo.ard of Supovintcmloma? a plan for the introduction, into some 
portion of tho Gaol, of the “ vSepai'ato Systciu,” according to the pi'ovi.sions of the Act of 
tho hist Session, 3 and 4 Victoria, clmp. 44. This nui l>o established iu any one of the 
radial buildings, by uniting two cells by a wide opoiiiiig in the w.'ill of division, and the dim- 
inution of the number of cells occasioned l*y this means, is compcns.atcd by converting the 
pi'cscnt day-rooms into colls — it is proposed to effect this change by the work of the 
Prisoners. 

The cells in this Gael arc sufficient iu miinbcr for the average of committals, and by good 
management they can be so disposed of, that tho fuudmiicut.al pi'inciplc of the Pouiteutiary 
System, a separate night cell for each Prisoner, may be carried on, witliont interruption, in a 
great proportion of the classes. This Gaol is likely to exhibit one of tho first examples in a 
Provincial Prison of any introduction of tlic “ Separate System;” tlio Solitai'y Cells are 
already prcpai’ed for use, by tlio introduction of Jiot air, wliicli it is intended to extend 
thi’ough tlie whole establislimcnt. 

The system of racals in the colls is adojitcd, and tliat of stalled sheds for outdoor work in 
contemplation. Tlicsc an-aiigcmcnts, .os aids (and efficient ones) to the enforcement of avule 
of silence, form a good system of Pi'ison Dlseipliuc, altliough inferior to tliat of total separa- 
tion, under tho provisions of the Act of last Session. 

The Females .arc well attended to, and leapt to wm-k ; tlioir employments are— School, 
Plain Work, Knitting, Wiishing ; tlio.se wlm have young chililrcn arc eonfinod to one class; 
there is no Tread Wheel — .sentences to Hard Labour arc carried into execution by stone 
breaking, or tr.ade without any allowance, as a part of tho pi-ofit of the woilc. 

The duties of tho Chaplains avo duly porforined ; the Sick arc carofully attended to ; the 
Books are reguhmly kept ; and tho l^ictary managed witli economy. On the whole, we 
have much satisfaction in the Inspection of this Gaol at Naas, luid foci grateful to tlic Board 
of Superintenclence foi’ the attention they have ivitliin tho last ycna* paid to our suggestions. 

County Gaol at Athy. 

The second County Gaol of Kaldai'o is extremely well conducted ; tho Boai’d of Superin- 
tendence ai'o anxious for the introduction of a good system, and tho Governor and Mati'ou 
are intelligent Officers. 

^ The Board held a meeting on the day of Inspection, and their attention was principn^y 
directed to the best means of pai'tially introducing tlio “ Separate System,” pursuant to 3 
and 4 Victoria, cliap. 44 ; and in the other parts of tlio Gaol c-stablishing a mixed system, 
by adding to a rule of silence tho necessai-y aids of confinement to cells during the 
hours of meals, and cai’rying on all out door woi-k in sheds scpai’atcd into stalls for each 
Prisoner. These regulations form the gi’ound work of a good system of discipline, tlie best 
that can ho effected without colls of an incroased size, and warmed, ventilated, &c., according 
to the provisions of tho Act of tho last Session. 
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This Gaol is on tlio semiclreiolEff plan, and two plans wore submitted to tbo Boai’d for Nonm Dismicr. 

accommodating somo portion of tho semicircle to that system — one by connecting the con- ' « ' 

tiguous cells together, and regaining tlic diminished number by’ sub-division of tbo Day- County Gaol at 

rooms : tho other by lengthening the cells to tho extent of the corridor, and building a corri- 

dor at the rear, on tho principle of the corridor in the pbn of tlie Model Prison in Xondon, 

for which a Parliamentary grant has been made ; somo proposition will be made by the 

Board to the next Grand Jimy. 

The progi-css of Trades is satisfactory in proportion to the number of Prisoners somo of 

the Turnkeys are Tradesmen ; tho Clerical and Medical duties are regularly performed ; 
the Accounts and Books kept as tlic Act proscribes, and the general interioi* conducted with 
care and regularity. 

Tho Female Prison is well conducted, and the women employed in School, Plain Wovk, 

Knitting, and Wasliing : Prison dresses arc issued. ’ 



Couniy of Leitrim Gaol at Carricli-on-Shajmm, 

Major WooDWAnD reported last^ycav that an arrangement was in progi’ess whichhas County of Leitrim 
since taken place, for the supcvaimuatlon of the Governor, .and tho probable succession of his Oaoi at CarricTc-on. 
son to that office. _His father had served for many yoai'S, and was a benevolent and faithful Shannon. 
Officer in tlifficiJt times, when little was known or practised of moral discipline or govern- 
ment in any Prison, and, like otlicrs, probably did not understand or desire so gi*eat a ebanfo 
as became nccos.sary. It is to bo regretted, that when tho Grand Jury and Board of Super- 
intendence consented to tliis chani^e, that a competition by advertisement did not take place 
for this office, ns it was vacated for the solo purpose of obtaining a valuable, qualified, and 
experienced pcccssor ; and though I am not disposed to find fault with the arrangement 
which local cmcumstanccs appeared to support, yet I cannot discover those cLwiges as yet 
in the system, or even that disposition in tho present Governor to introduce a good system 
of government, sufficient to justify me in making a very favourable report, and I shall wait 
another year’s experience, when, if a real cliangc in the internal details of the Prison does 
not take place, I sco no other course loft for us hut to submit the circumstances for considera- 
tion to tho High Slicviff and Grand Jury. 

Another change lias talccn place, by the resignation of the Rev. W. Percy, as Local 
Inspector,^ to whoso zeal wo were always much indebted for any order in the Gaol : his 
successor is an intolligont and active Officer, and inucli good will arise from Iris constant 
watchfulness over tho details of duty in this establishment, and supported as ho is by tho 
Board of Suporintcndonco, anxious for the well-being of this important Institution, I fully 
look with confidence to a period when this Gaol will bo eminent amongst our Irish Prisons, 
whatever difficulties may cxi.st to prevent or obstruct it. 

There arc 81 Single Celia, with 7 badly ventilated Solitai’y Colls, 14 Day and Work- 
rooms, aiid 13 Yai’ds for classification in this Gaol, foi’an avemgo of from 80 to 90 Prisoners, 
exclusive of Debtors’, Governor’s, and Turnkeys’ apartments, with a well divided Cliapel and 
sopai’ato Hospitals, with a Tread Wheel for Hard Labour Sentences. Tliis is sufficient accom- 
modation for, a system of separation at night for all Criminals, for congregated, useful and 
profitable work by d.ay, with perfect silence, and for Trades being taught to the yoxmgor 
Prisoner,?, and if the Governor sce.s the moral value of such a system, he can enforce and 
regidato it with ease ; hut any thing like silence, and the absence of evil communication, or 
tlie instruction in useful works, or an interest taken in the reformation of Criminals, is not 
perceptible, .and I cannot at present tlnnlc the desire for such things exists, even if approved of, 
otherwise I would see (as in many Gaols) a request made to the Board for the means of such 
arrangements, and tho Governor being the first mover in every moral and valitable improve- 
ment in Prison Discipline. 

Tho Board have kindly consented to tbo issue of a general Prison dress on our former 
suggestion ; a good School is established, but somo books are wanted ; there is a code of By- 
laws, and tho Aceoimts and Registries of the Gaol are correctly kept ; the Diet is according 
to the Act of Parliament, and a new public kitchen is buildmg to replace the old imperfect 
one. _ I submitted tlrat the Prisoners should cat their meals m then’ colls, which has been 
ordered, including the, so who feed themselves, as this entitles them to no indiilgcnco or relax- 
ation of discipline. The Prison is kept remarkably clean, and the Turnkeys appear to be 
wcU chosen and attentive Officers ; some of their wives and fiamilies reside in the Gaol, 
which is an unusual and bad practice, and there arc no tradesmen amongst them. 

The Female department is conducted by a Matron .tucI Deputy, and the Prisoners, 
are provided with somo work, and arc instructed at school ; they aro clothed in a Pri- 
son (kessj but no profits appear on tho work of Males or Females. There ai*e only 8 rooms 
lor sleeping apartments for Females ; much advantage would arise from providing n, cell 
lor each, and indeed, even at work,'thoy should if possible be sepai’atcd, and a rule or silence, 
the absence of all communication amongst Prisoners is as necessary for Females as

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The Chaplains and Medical Officers attend to their duties pointed out hy the Pr' 
Act, but it is my duty to remark ou the possible disadvantage of the Physic^ residin^°i 
miles from the Gaol, in cases of emergency or hurry, though I am not awai-e of anv I 
ticular case of inconvenience hitherto arising from it. ^ 

Bridewells of Manorhamilton and Ballinamore. 

These two small Session’s Town Bridewells confrin only a few colls, and separation f 
Males and Females in 2 day-rooms, for the ticcommodation of a few Prisoners previous to 
final committal and fransmission to the County Gaol : the Keepers are attentive to their 
duty, and the pauper Piisoners ai'o fed.

Much pains have been taken with tliis Gaol for the last 4 years by the Local Insneet 
and Governor, to establish, txs far as prtmticablc, ii good system of Discipline, but difficulti 
have arisen to prevent the accomplishment of all they could wish, chiefly caused by th 
laudable economy of the Grand Jury in tiine.s of public dislrc.ss, not deeming it prudent at 
present to add to the accommodation of the Pri.son in proportion to the mcreaso of Crime, 
or to establish, by ati advance of funds to the Oiovernor, a system of such usefid, if not uro 
Stable work, as would be cidculatcd to instruct all the young men and boys' in Trades' 
and enable them in after life, abroiid or at Jiomc, to raise themselves in the grades of societv' 
and become peaceful subjects ; I am awai-o of the diffei-ciice of opinion on this point as to 
the propriety of giving Ciiimiials this ailvantagc, in answer to ivliich I can only say that 
the Legislature, after mature conskleratioii, lias directed it, and provided for it in the Prison 
Act, in England and Ivclaiul, and that it is the approved ]>riu;ticc, after ranch experience, 
in the best Prisons in Eui’opc and America : I agaiji sulunit for favourable consideration 
that an c.xtensive trial should bo made, and as an op 2 >ortuiiity offers in the sale of the old 
Gaol, I would ask the Grand Jury to present the fund m-ising from this sale to the Local 
Inspector mid Governor, for the purposes of general Pi'isou employment ; It will not be lost 
to the County, though returned possibly in an iiulirccfc way, ami it will place this Prison on 
a par, if not superior (in this I'cspcct) to many of the Nortliovn Gaols, though we cannot 
compai-o with them in classification, silence, ami scpavjition of Prisoners, from want of such 
work, and sufficient single colls to in’cvciit evil communication amongst Criminals. 

It is only justice, however, to state that great exertions, with simUl niciins, have been made 
by the Governor in providing work for the Prisoners, and I was gratified at finding a few 
Weavers, Shoomaliors, Carpenters, and Coopci-s at work, and a forge for Niiil-raafing put 
u^), with a leturn of ten young lads having been instructed and muelv improved in Trades 
within the last year, and there is a Trciul Wheel for fclio Hai'd Labour sontencos. 

The accommodation of the Gaol consists of (i3 Cells, exclusive of 12 for Debtors and 
Females, 6 Solitary Colls, 14 Day and Work-rooms, and y Yards, for an average of HO 
Prisoners, and as this does not frequently nearly give a single coll for eacli at night, as re- 
quired by Law, I must again ask the Grand Jury to grant an addition of 30 large ci 
when circumstances will admit of tlieir doing so, and especially as the Act of last Session, 
legalizing the total separation of Prisoners day and night, cannot even be pai-tially enforced 
without some large smcl well ventilated cells. 

The Local Inspiector and Governor are very intelligent and zealous public Officers, and 
the Tmmkeys, generally sjieaiciug, appciU' to bo well chosen, and many of them Tradesinenj 
divided Chapel, and the religious dutic.s are attended to as the Law directs; 
the Sick ai'e taken care of by the Medical pfficcr in the Hospital, which is not (as in other 
Gaols) a separate building as tlic Law rc([uii-os, and tins medicines ai'o contracted for at £50 
per annum, which I think might liavo an evil tendency — the sum is much above the usual 
expense of medicines in most other Prisoius ; the Bath i.s also nut of order ; tho Diet is good 
m quality, very moderate in expense, being only 3</. p(*r hoatl : 1 recommended that the 
Criminals should eat their food in tlieir colls, iia now generally done, instead of a social meal, 
where much evil conversation may take place : the Prison is kept [remarkably clean ; By- 
laws are estebhshed, and tho Registry is kept, but an improved system of keeping aH the 
Accounts 01 our^Gaola ivould be very desirable. The Female Prisoners are divided into 2 
classes, _ under the cai’e of a Matron and Deputy ; tlioy arc employed and clothed, hut the 
at w ^ sufficient ; they have not a cell each at night, jind arc not sepai’ated 

I beg to rewmmend a Prison dress for all Male Prisoners ; also that a more genei'al 
attendance at bohool should be rcquu-cd, and that tho custom of allowing M. per week to 
Wardsmen should cease, as, however it may toad to increase cloiinlinoss, it opens a door for 
an undue mdulgence, and any money to a Prisoner is only lotrul when it ai’iscs from hk 
earmng^ bemg ono-tliird of the clem- profits of his work.

rupting others. Tlic Board agreed with me, as I apprehend every person wEo considers 
the subject attentively will, that these objects, if to be attained, carry conviction tvitli them, 
and the only difficulty is how to apply tlio present accommodation of our Prisons to it, with 
a very moderate expense ; and how tar such a powerful engine of moral government can be 
used with sufficient protection and security for the health, employment and constant inspec- 
tion of the individmils under restraint, united with kind troiitment, and a benevolent inter- 
est taken by the Local Inspector*, Goverjior, Chaplains, and all Officers engaged in tlie 
Disciphne, and especially with reference to the protection of the Criminals from cruelty in 
any shape ; I do not believe that a disposition to e.xei'cise cruelty exists in any of our Irish 
Prisons, and if it did, I tliink it could not remain undiscovered many hours — however, it 
should be guarded against by liourly inspection, which CiUi be easily an*anged. 

The Grand Jury and Board have so long steadily supported all useful measures for the 
Discipline of this Gaol, that I with great confidence submit this late Act for tlieir adoption, 
and our personal aid and cxpoiionco is at their service if required. If practicably enforced, 
it will abolish the use of day-i-ooms, and yai’ds for- congregation, and if carried to the extent 
practised in Americii, and proposed in England, it would finally involve the Yai-cls, Hospi- 
tnls, and Chapel, being fitted up for separation, all which can be easily accomplished at a 
moderate expense hereafter, should the Grand Jury, after frial for a time, find the system 
produce its natural results of lessening Crime, and consequent expense, and reforming the 
character of individuals ; scarcely any Gaol in Ireland can so easily comply with this Act, 
from the groat accommodation of the Prison, as there m-e 172 cells for an average of 109 
Prisoners. If appi’ovcd of, tlie Separate System can bo legiilly adopted by opening a door 
between every two colls, by dividing several of the day and work-rooms into large cells, and 
finally separating the Yai’ds, Chapel, and Hospital, into small compartments, and it need not 
prevent stone brealcing as now perfomed, if it were a profitable work : I need not say it 
will require zealous and intelligent I’esidcnt Officers to conduct tho details of such a system. 

It is gratifying to bo able as usual to make a fiivoui’able report on the present state of this 
Gaol, in all its interior economy and discipline ; exclusive of the 172 cells there are 26 Day 
and Work-rooms, 1 1 Solitary Cells, and 1 1 Yards ; the Prisoner’s ai-e all clothed in a Pri- 
son dress, and the Turnkeys in uniform ; the Prisoners are all employed at stone and bone 
breaking, picking oakum, &c., a few Trades are taught younger Prisoners, and the Gover- 
nor promises to incresuso this legal and useful occupation ; one-third of tho profits ai-o paid to 
the Prisoners as tho Law du’ccts, and I expect soon to see .-k carried on, so as to show a 
profit to the County equal to pay at least for tlic diet. The stone breaking is now conducted 
in sheds divided foi- ciich man, so that they can neither see nor speak to each other, and 
pei-fect silence is nwintained its tiu' as is pi-acticable, exc<^t 'under total separation. There is 
a good School established, and the want of a Tread Wheel is not felt where work is found 
for all : the result of this practical Discipline is, that there were only vine recommittals in 
the last year, which is one of the best tests of salutary discipline and moral government in a 
Gaol, ^here arc good By-laws ; the Books and Registries are carefully kept ; the meals 
ai’e eat in the cells, instead of congregating in classes, is of good quality, and costs only 3^. 
per head, and yet so arranged as to give a tliird meal, which may prove useful where hm'd 
and constant work is in force. The clear profits on the year’s work is upwai’ds of £200. 

Tho Female classes are conducted under the caro of a competent Matron and Deputy ; 
they receive school instruction and work, are all clothed, and ladies occasionally visit. If 
the Females can be kept sepai’atc in their cells, it would be equally desirable as Males, and 
such is tho practice in tho extensive Female Prisons in Dublin, as fai’ as room admits. 

The Local Inspector is a zealous and intelligent County Officer, and is supported in the 
details of duty by the Governor and Drauty ; the Cliaplains comply with the important 
duties imposed on them by law ; and the Medical Officer gives liis zemous cai’e to the Sick 
in sepai’ate Hospitals. 

District Lunatic Asylum at Derry. 

This excellent Institution for the Lunatic Poor of the Counties of DeiTy, Donegal, and District Lunatic 
Tyrone, is built to accommodate 200 patients, and occasionally provides for a few more on Asylum ot Derry, 
an emergency. It is conducted on the best principles known for the treatment of this disease, 
and we cannot speak too highly of the intelligence and attention of the resident Manager 
and Matron, Mi\ and Mrs. Cluffe, to their kind and judicious treatment, under the guidance 
and superintendence of the valuable Medical Officer, Surgeon Rogan, is to be attributed 
the number of cures, and the high order of the entire establishment ; every inmate, Male 
and Female, capable of employment is at work, on the ground or iu the house ; few indeed 
are under any restraint, owing to the kind yet watcliful care of the Keepers. The foUow- 
mg was the annual state on the day of my Inspection, 21st September, 1840 : —

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No material change has taken place since last Inspection ; the lights, and the heati

grotmd attached to tliis Asylum, and tho employment is found most useful to the hcidtli 
cure of tho patients.

Tills County Gaol remoim in the same state of want of siifliciont accommodation iu Cells 
&c.,_for a good i-cformatory system of Discipline, as reported on last year. The Prison 
continues to support its clnu'uctcr as to cleiin]iuc.ss, routine of duty, and general good order 
so fiu- as tho accommodation admits of, and the Oiiiocrs, resident and non-resident, arc zeal- 
ous attentive to_all their duties; but unless the Act of last Session of Parliament, 
legalizing the sopai-ation of Crlnmials by tluy and night is enibreed, by pi'oviding a sufficient 
number of ventilated^ colls, I con only again report that safe keeping, economy, and a gcneiri 
decency of exterior, is all that can be aimed at or attained in tlii.s I’rison, where an avci-agc 
of 90 Prisonox-s arc confined by night in 31 cells, and, conscipiently, indulging in every ?il 
communication at that pci’iod, unconti’olled. 

Circulai's from our Office have been sent to every Gaol capable of can*ying on the Sopai-ate 
System, even in a dcgi-ce, suggesting tho be.st moiuis of enlarging ami heating the cells but 
all hope of doing so must bo abandoned iii Dundalk Gaol, till the Grand .Tiny shall present 
a sum to atld from 30 to 60 cells to tho inadccLuato and illegal accommodation now existmg. 

. Prisoners employed at stone brcaldng for the roads, and the untried at 

pickmg Oiikum, and some profits m-iso, and siloiuio is maintained at the woi-k hy tlic constant 
mspcetion oi lurnkoys; if tlds discipline could bo followed up by each Prisoner eating his 
food in his cell, instead of congrcg.atnig at inoals, and sloopiiig in separate cells at night, a 
good hope might ho cntci’tiiincd that .such ti'catmoit wouUl produce reformation, and a 
wholesouic terror of the legal sentence to confinement : a School is osbibUshod, but much of 
tho benefit of sudi a himnuio log;iI provision is lost, by tho tried Pibsonors not receiving 
any instructioxi wliatovcr, except on wet days, ivhen they cannot work at the stone breaking in 
the yards. It this I'egulatiou is persisted in, it would amoimt to refusing the tried Prisoners 
any school instruction, should tlim-o bo sheds (as cLsowhcre) in the yards to work in wet 
weather ; it is a rule peculiar to this Gaol, in li-elancl, and I would submit for tho considera- 
tion of the Boai’d of Superintendence that it should bo altered, and one hour’s seboohng 
every day_bo given to ail classes : there is a Tread Wheel for the Hard Labom’ sentences, 
and the tned Prisoners are clothed. 



The Fcmalo Prisoners are carefully attended to by a competent Matron; they arc 
ciotlicd, constantly employed, and receive instruction iu reading ; but this class also suffers 
from want ot accommodation, as there are only tliroc cells for an average of fifteen, yet it is 
equally import^t to keep them separate and freed from all evil communication togetha’, 
as well as the Males. ® 

The sman tlroo rooms, is kept dean ; tlio .Sick ai-o carefully attended

It is obvious that the resources of the Gaol arc much ivastcd (perliaps unavoidably) by 
such a distribution, there being but 5 out of the 8 Prisons allotted to their legitimate use, 
viz., those occupied by Male and Fcraalo Crimimils, and it is to be hoped that the occupa- 
tion of 2 by Lunatics, (who could be accommoilatcd perfectly on the ground floor of each 
Prison, leaving the colls for night aso of persons from the Criminal classes,) and of 1 by 
Officers are but temporary moasurcs ; thus, then it appciu-s that the Gaol will eventually 
be found large enough for the wants of the County, on tho romoyal of tomporaa-y difficulties. 

The aiTaugcment of any of these Prisons for the “ Sepurato System” appears to be very 
simple, and a measure to bo accomplished at a trifling expense. The plan wo would submit 
to the Grand Jury for altering a single Prison i.s as follows on each floor is 1 lai-ge and 3 
small cells, the large cell slioukl remain as it is, 4 of the 5 small cells to bo converted mto 2 
large ones, by opening an su'ch-way between each 2, the 5i.h small cell to rcnuiiii : at preseat 
a mngle Prison coutafus 2 large and 10 small cells, thus altered, it would contain 6 lai’ge and 
2 small, being a loss of 4 cells — this loss ivould be regained by dividing the ground (or day- 
room) floor (o2 feet ill length) into 4 cells. Wo should recommend that at first 2 
Prisons should bo thus altered, and when warmed they iv<mkl afford cells for 24 Prisoners 
fitted to tlio “ Separate System,” witli4 small cells suitable fm- soutences to solitai'y imprison- 
ment, or for buys, the total of colls in the 2 Prisons being precisely the same as the present 
total. 

Tho average of Male Criminals, tried and untried, may bo taken at 80, 24 being thus 
placed on the “ Sepai'ato System,” tlici’o would remain 50 to be lodged on the present sys- 
tem, in 24 cells in the other 2 single Prisons, now oceuYtic'd by three (dosses, with the help 
of such other colls os are now used at night for them in other yiarts of the Gaol. 

The only work to be done in order ti allev fhese Prisons, is the opening^ a coimiunkalm. 
hetweea^ contiguous cells, and the dioisionof the ground Jloor into cells ; tliis is a ti*ifiing_work, 
andas we arc required hy the Aetto certify to the Lord Lieutenant the mimher of cells in each 
Gaol, fitted, or likely to be fitted, foi- giving effect to its provisions, wo trust that the Boaiff 
of Supcriutciidcuee will (it' ucecssai-y to go before tho Coss Payers) direct that an estimate 
may be submitted at tho next Presenting Sessions by tiro Cess Payers, so tliat the Grand 
Jury may he empowered to present tho sum at tho SY>riug Assizes ; we need not nz'ge oa 
the Boai'd tlie great importance and pressing nature of the subject. 

The 4 Solitary Cells in tliis Gaol ai'e warmed and well suited to their purpose ; working 
sheds ai'e in progress, but it would ncccss;ia'y to add much to the numbei', and t™ 

the pai’titions might be nai'rowcr, and the work imieh lighter, of wood or light brick ; the 
Tread Wheel and PIai*d Labour arc carried on with I’cgulavity, and, as lav as such a system 
can be accomplished, a rule of silence is in force : we would recommend that climier as 
well as breald'ast should be talccn in the cells. The progress of Tnulcs is very sa^^tory, 
on the day of Inspection there wove 40 cinployod at profitable Trades, wliich could 
cai’ried on in separate cells \ Prison dresses arc issued to a great many Prisoners, and the 
further issue only checked hy the desire tliat all clothing for Males and Females should be 
manufactured in the Gaol, an object that will bo imeomplished — on tho whole the Inspection 
of Trim Gaol is most sati^actory.

KelJs and Navan I found both these Prisons in crcditablo order ; they ai’o extensive Bridewells, containing 
Bridewells. j0 Cells in each, with suitable Day-rooms and Ym’ds, they require painting and new grave- 
ling of the yards, and I should recommend a front enclosure at Navan, it_ would, exetove 
of the appearance, afford a necossai’y protection agahist cattle on days of fairs or mai’kets.

ated cells, where wer^, instruction, and the absence of all possible evil intercourse amongst 
Prisoners, holds out not only a rational punishment to the bad disposed, but the opportunity 
and hope of reformation of those not utterly abandoned. The Prisoners arc at present all 
employed at stone breaking, and other woiOcs, and Trades, under tlio care of a Taskmaster 
appointed by the Boanl of Superintendence, as an experiment at our suggestion : it has not 
as yet hful sufficient trmJ, but so fiu% I am able to say, it is working well, and if sale can be 
procured for articles made, and a sufficient number of young men partially taught Trades, 
so as to earn their bread hereafter, the County need not rcgi*ct or abandon the expense, as 
it would bo amply repaid in lessening Crime and reforming Criminals, and ought to be a 
source of profit to the County funds. Nine young men and boys aa*o now learning under this 
.system : if stone brealdng should prove a yirofibiblo work, I would also recommend sheds, 
divided by bride partitions for each man, as in some Northern Gnnls, to preserve silence and 
separation, both important parts of discipline, hitherto not practised in this Gaol; there is 
a Tread Wheel, and at all other work the Prl.sencrs receive by Law one-third of their clear 
eaniings; the Diet is ccouoinieally provided for, and costs the County only Z\d. per head 
per day, which was frequently Gd. — I recommended the meals to he consumed in the Cells. 

Thc*^ Female department is imdov the care of a Matron, but she is infirm, and consequently 
unqualified now for tlio duty ; I would submit that she may be superannuated under the 
125th chiusc of tlic Grand Jury Act, as an old public servant, and if the ]3onrcl approve of 
it, 1 will give the necessary certificate. I cannot spe.ak favourably of this class : the Females 
receive scarcely any school instruction, fund are not clothed : tho'u’ accommodation is only a 
division of the Mole Prison, instead of heing separated; and they arc congregated at work 
by day, and having only 5 cells lei’ dormitories, several sloop in the same apartment ; no 
good, and much evil must arise from this. A highly q^ualiiicd and experienced Matron sboold 
be chosen, to preserve any order or regularity. 

The Local Inspector attends to the duties required by the Act from him ; the Governw 
is a respectable, attentive, and fiaitbful public Officer, and Ills long services merit from the 
Grand Jury a good snpcranmiation, whenevor lie wisbc-s to retire from the hiborious and 
active duties of his office ; and the other resident Officer.s appear umll chosen. There is a 
good Cliapol and scpai-ato Hospitals, and the Officers in each of these departments attend to 
all their duties. The pipes of the Hospital require ropfiir, and something sliould be doneto 
prevent the chimneys smoking ; the medicines also should bo purchased at a Druggists and 
mixed in the Gaol, instead of contracting for them. 

A good Scliool is can-icd on ; but the 'Gaol Clerk should be resident, and give up more of 
his time to Prison duty, and become a permanent Turnkey ; By-laws ai'o established, and the 
Registry is kept ; but the Diet Book, required by Law as n, proper check on issues, is not 
kept, and a general ai*rangcmcnt should be mailc for keeping the Accounts of tliis Gaol. 
There is no general Prison dress, which is a defect that ought to bo remedied, as it is re- 
quired by the Prison Act. 

The Board of Suporintendenee meet regularly, and take much interest in coutroling and 
managing this County cstablislimcnt.

SiKCE last inspection tlio difficulties we laboured imdci* for two years, from the circumstance 
of the High Shenff having a])pointod a Governor in addition to the Grand Jury Governor 
of the House of Correction, have been overcome Ijy the late High Sheriff hatung united 
the office m one person, and it is gratifying to report that liis appointment of Mr. Beatty is 
highly creditable to the County, as in Iiijn wo have a zo;dons and efficient Officer ; and from 
the present state of the Prison, I have no doubt it will airive at as high a state of discipline 
as the accommodation will admit of, su]iportcd as ho is by the Board of Siipevintoudence and 
Gr.and Jury. Tho evils that existed (as stated above) were greatly Ies.scncdby the temper- 
ate .and prudent conduct of tlio late valuable Local Inspector, the Rev. Wm. Armstrong, and 
I have every reason to believe hi,s successor, appointed by tlie Grand Jury, will prove an 
excellent public Officci-. 

The accommodation ot this County Gaol provides 80 Single Cells, exclusive of a Debtors’ 
Prison, 5 Solitary Cells, 14 D.ay and WovJc-rooms, and 18 Yards, for an average of 93 
Crimmals. 1 boro is a good Tread Wheel to execute Hard Labour sciitcueos, a Chapel, 
and separate Hospitals, and accommodation is building for tho Tuviikoys. The Prisoners are 
all employed, chiefly at useful ami profitable work ; Trades are taught to some of the 
TOimgor Criminals, 21_of them liaving boon taught Trades, so as to benefit them in after 
life, this is liighly creditable, and a practice tliat I trust will exist in all Prisons. An oxccl-

of in classes ; under all tiiesc. civeunLstamms I am iiistificd in making a very favourable renort 
of this Prison. 

Tiio Board of Supcrintondcnce liad a meeting on tho dry of my Inspection, and I .submit- 
ted to them the Act of last Sessions, for tho soparatton of all Prisoners, day and night, in 
large and ventilated cells, so as to prevent any evil coinmnnication with each other, as prac- 
tiiwd with good effect in Aiiiorir!;!., and in Koine English Gaols. I stated the arrangomonts 
this system would require, and tliovo are few Gaols in Ireland could as easily corameneo on 
a small scale to try the oft'oet of it, on all recommitted Prisoners at least, as a few of the 
smaller cells could be spared to ho opened into tlic next one; some of tho Day-rooms may 
mso be ^divided into Lu-go cells, and heated by hot water pii)cs from tho fire-place ; the 
Debtors’ Pi'isou will also soon bo .spared for this purpose, nndei* the late Insolvent Act. I 
ffirow out these hint.s, and submit them for favom-ablo considciMtion to the Boai’d and Grand 
Jury, as, doubtless, the principle is gaining ground and generally approved of, as a good 
secondary punisliiucnt, ivith a view to moral govcimnicnt and reforumtion of character. 

_ The I* eniale dopai'tmcnt i,s cendnetod by a Matron and Deputy ; tlioy arc separated only 
into two classes, and arc cinjiloycd and (‘lothcd, as ivoll as visited occasionally by some ladies, 
who intore.st themselves for thorn. I am not so well satisfied with tho general order of thi.s 
department, and I would suhinit that the ohl Matron should be superannuated, under the 
125th clause ot tho Gr.and Jury Act, and a highly qimlificd and expcrionced Matron .shoxild 
be appointed. W’ithout -well <[u.‘iUfi<Hl Ofticci’s no <lcpavtnicnt in a Gaol can improve oi‘ go 
on well, and the Sopai’ate Sy.stom is fully as applicable to Females as Males : tho numerous 
recommittals in tliis class is sufficient proof of the necessity of reform — the salaries of both 
Matrons are unusiually small. 

The Male Officer.s all appear to me to bo well chosen and qualified ; the Chaplains attend 
to their legal duties, and tho Sick arc carefully attended to in sepaiato Hospitals by tho 
Medical Officer ; a code of By-laws is established, and the Accounts and Registries are 
kept. 

Tho Wardsnien for each class arc allowed Gd. per week, which is still occasionally the 
practice in some Gaols, but I consider it ohjoctionablc on principle ; however, it may tend to 
procure cleanliness — tho Separate System would, however, put an end to such payments. 

Bridewell at Ballymote. 

Tills small Pri.son I found a.s usual clean and regular, under the care, of a coiTect and intelli- BallymofcBriJewell 
gent Keeper. Tho aceomniodition consists only of 2 Day-rooms, 2 Cells and 2 Yards ; 

. arc ncccssaiy to .soenve tho legal separation, as tho Female Prisoners no'w sleep 

in tlicir Day-room. A pump is also required.

Since this now Gaol h.as been finished it has, for many yo.avs, called for a favourable re- County of Tyi-one 
pork from us, as it has gradually improved and adopted the cliscipliiio practised in the neigh- Gaof Omngli. 
bouruig Gaols of Donegal and iDorry, and were it not for tho mimcrous recommittals within 
the last year, (51) I would say that the results were very favourable; and should my re- 
^mmencLations at the Inspection be juit in force with zealous pcr.sovcranco by the resident 
Clfieei’,?, I will venture to affirm that much fewer recommittals will exist, and from the pre- 
sent prospect of useful and profitable -work, I would expect to find the Tyi'ouo Gaol riuikmg 
^ongst our fii'st class Prisons. But tliis will requh-o not only energy and cordial support 
rom every grade of Officer, but much intelhgencc in obtaining information from other Pri- 
®hns, or cUscovering from other sources tho host mode of morally goyerniiig our fellow men.

I submitted to tlio Board of Supcrintondeuce the Act of last Sessions, le^alizmg tie total 
separation of all Criminal Prisoners, when siiit.iblo accommodation is iwovided; and ns this 
can only be procured by tho sanction and support of tlic Grand Jury, I would submit f- 
them the advantages that would arise by their pvesonting a small sum (say i2U0) 
to the Boar.l and to authorize them to commence this system by degrees, and especially wit^ 
the 16 large cells ah-eady existing, and such divisions of some of tho day-rooms or DehtoM’ 
apartments as may commence total separation with one or two classes It has commenced in 
some Gaols in England and Ireland, and I trust that Omagh Gaol will bo forward in tliis 
improvement previous to next Inspection. 

The accommodation this Prison affords consists of 76 Single Cells, '7 Solitary Cells, 12 Day 
and Work-rooms, and 5 Yards, coubued room for 2 Female clixs.ses, with a well divided 
Chapel, and separate Hospitals; tho averf^^o number of Prisoners is 114, but the probable 
reduction of confined Debtors Vill add room for tho CnuimiU classes.^ The general Kitchen 
is very confined and unsuitable, but tho Board have decided on erecting a new one, iindako 
to divide the sheds for stone and bone breaking, so as to secure separation at work. The 
employment of all the Prisoners is very creditable to the Governor and working Officers of 
tins Gaol; a few arc engaged at each of the tolluwing Trudes: — Weaving, Csu'penters, 
Shoeraakiug, Tailors, Coopers, and Nailmaking, a good sale as yet ha.s been found, and what 
is better, about twenty of the younger Criminals have been taught or improved in .some of 
the above Trades, and the.se hold out a prospect of bcr.oinuig good members of society. If I 
can satisfy the Grand Jury tlui.t this is the natural i-csult of such a system, viz. : lessening 
Crime and improving the habits of individuals, I doubt not, i shall obtain their support and 
encouragement, independent of the prospect of the profits going far to support the expense 
of the diet to the County, as tho profits for tho current year o.xccod £250. A good School 
is carried on, but the old Master, after many years of faithful services, is a subject for 
superannuation under tho Grand Jin-y Act : tlioro is a Tread Wheel to execute thosentence 
to Hard Labour^ the Prisoners ai*e all clothed in a Prison dross, and a considerable degree 
of sEenco is preserved by the inspection of Tuvnlcoys; the Diet is good, but rather more 
expensive than the Gaols of noiglibouviug C<juutio.s, bcuiig 4ir/. per lie^, and on my sugges- 
tion the Prisoners now oat their meals iu their cells, which i.s ])repavati)ry to total sepai’ahon, 
and provides a better division of tho Tunikcys’ duty a supper is hero provided as well as 
at Derry : there is also a code of By-laws, and tho Books and Eegistrios are correctly kept. 

Tho two Female classes are attended to by a compctcntjMatron, andhistrueted in reading, 
and fully employed : tliero wore 38 Female Prisoners cm tlio day of my Inspection ; one- 
third of their oaviiings is p vid to Oiich n i Iciving tho Gaol, and they arc all clothed in a Pri- 
son dross. There arc, however, only 4 celU or rooms used as dormitories, and being thus 
conoregated at night, much evil cominimlcatiou must arise ; one coll for each at night is 
absolutely necessary to any thing like discipline or good order. 

The Local Inspector, Govcrnoi-, and Deputy, are iill attentive to their various duties, as 
well as ai'e tho Chaplains and Medical Officer ; and notwithstfuidiiig the late attempt at 
escape, which entailed much discredit on the resident Officers, and proved the neglect of 
sound internal regulations, or obedience to them, I still trust it will be a w.ai*ulug to all, and 
that a cordial agreement in all matters of duty will in future exist ; as otherwise, whatevw 
may be the merits of some departments, tho chai’actci* of the Prison will full off, and it will 
end in much discredit to the County. 

The Board of Superintendence continue their i-egular meetings in the management oftto 
Gaol ; and I trust when tho Poor Houses ai-e opened, tho sad evil of congregating lunatifls 
and idiots in the Gaol will cease. 



BlUDIiWELLS, 

The Bridewell contains 3 Day -rooms, 9 Cells, iincl 3 Yards, and is now kept in excellent 
order by a qualified Keeper, which is tho more valuable, as Pri.sonci^ are detained so® 
weeks occasionally, on account of tho distance from the County Gaol — and Debtors 
confined here, t met one of the Board and tho Local Ltspcctor, and arranged for a cell for 
drunlcards to be erected, and a sewer to be made or repaired, as there appears to be money 
in hands for tliis purpose. 

The suppUes of subsistence should be like all other Bridewells, thi*ough tho collector at 
Exdse as the Law directs, which secures a correct Registry, and is a v'molesome check on 
the expenditm’e.

This small Bridewell is badly constructed ; there are 2 Day-rooms, no Cells, 3 sinall 
rooms for dormitories, and only one Yard and one Privy : some furniture and 
also requh’oel, with tins and spoons — there is also no pump or supply of water. ^ 
that those tilings may bo supplied by tho Grand Jury, otherwise tho Prison will becom 
useless as a place of confinement : I directed, tho Keeper to prepare on estimate and ' 
ment ; he appears a coiToct and attentive Officer. Prisoners arc sometimes committed Jie 
for a month, wMch is illegal. 

Clogher. 

There are 2 Day-i’ooms, 5 Celia, and 2 Yards in this small Bridewell : the Keeper k * 
queffified Officer, and attends to all his duties, and the Prison is kept clean and reguiai 
©Tery particular. 
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County of Westmeath Gaol at Mullmgar. 

In Major Woodward’s Report for last year he has stated the want of emplovinent 
for the Male Prisoners, ami recommended great and important alterations intbisr^pect 
and submitted the legiU mode of remedy, ho also urged the necessity of improvement in the 
Female department ; it is gratifying to report tliis yeai- some alterations for the better in 
these respects, and I trust this County will not allow the other Prisons in the Northern 
District to sm-pass it in the modern nnprovoments in Discipline and minute interior details 
which alone can secure hopes of moral reformation and lessening crime. The new Gaol 
affords much aecominodation for these purposes, and we cannot urge upon the Grand Jury 
more e.vpense in this respect at present, till a further trial is given to the working Officers • 
I do not wish to convey the idea that neglect exists in this respect, but that a Sower pro- 
gress is maldng than in some neighbouring Gaols. • 

There are 91 Cells, and 6 Solitai'j Cells, exclusive of Females’ and Debtors’ apartments 
in the old Prison, 14 Day and Work-rooms, and 9 Yards, for an average of 160 fVisoners • 
this is frequently not sufficient to give fa cell to each Crimimd, much loss to enforce total 
sepai-ation, as logiilized by the Prison Act of last Sessions. There are 8 Male classes, wliich 
is sufficient, so flu- as congregating Prisoners at work and meals is calculated to secure wood 
order, silence, and the prevention of intercourse amongst Criminals ; these great objects ai‘e 
not obtained by the present system, and so long as there is not a single cell for each at night 
but litle good would be obtained from the discipline of the day. I would recommend Uiat 
at present the Pidsoner.s should oat their meids in their cells, that some of the worst classes 
should be always provided with a single cell each at niglit, however ci-owded the others 
should be, and that in these classes, the day-rooms should be divided into hu-ge cells, to com- 
monee with the separate plan, keeping such persons at work all day in their ventilated and 
large cell, except when at exercise alone in a yard ; such arrangements would repay the 
County, by lessening Crime, eucoui'aging profitable work, and hold out reasonable hopes of 
reformation, and bettciing the condition of many in after life. 

The work in thi.s Gaol is^grcatly improved, many of the Cidminal.? enrployed, and a ti'ifling 
attempt made to teach some of tlie younger Prisoners trades; the profits ai-e paid as the Law 
directs, and there is a Tread Wheel. I would recommend sheds to be made in some yai’ds 
for stone breaJcing, and divided by bricli pai-titions for each to work rdone, and in silence ; a 
School is cstablislied, but I consider the ai’rangoments for it arc far from producing all the 

good the Law contemplates — ^tho time the Teacher gives is not sufficient no Registry of it is 

kept— he is not a resident Officer of the Prison, and he is .allowed a sum of money to find 
books and paper, instead of the Local Inspector finding such matei'ials as wanted ; I would 
entreat of the Grand Jury to abolish such a system, and add another Tui-nleoy, enforcing 
the schooling of eacli class by the Turnkeys, or to make the Master a Turnkey if ho is 
qualified : the Diot is good and sufficient in quality, and co.sts 4^ti. per day : the Hospital 
and Chapel are commotlious and divided, and the Otficors in charge of these depaidments are 
attentive to their several duties, but the medicines are contracted for : the Local Inspector 
is zealous and attentive to all the Prison details ; the Governor is a faithful old County 
Officer, and desirous to have liis Prison in good order, so fai- as he has the means and ac- 
commodation, and the Turnkeys appear to be well chosen, several of them being Tradesmen ; 
and if funds ai-e provided, I see no reason why the works in this Gaol should not be as for- 
ward as in other Prisons. There are good By-laws, and the Registi-y is kept, but the 
Books and Accoimts are not as neatly and legally attended to as they ought to be in ail Gaols. 

The Female department is conducted imder the eai’o of a Matron and Deputy, but the 
accommodation in cells and rooms is so confined as to preclude great expectations from any 
moral government pursued ; where Prisoners sleep and freely communicate together', muclx 
evil must ensue. They ai'e, however, instructed in reading, and have occasional^ some 
employment ; they are not clothed in a Prison dress, and the salaides paid to the ^vlatron 
and Deputy ai*e too small to obtain highly qualified Officers. 

There is no general Male clothing which the Prison Act provides for, and the whole wood 
work of the Gaol requires painting ; there ai’o not sufficient apartments for Tm*nkeys, and 
a supply of Blankets is much wanted to replace those worn out. 

Several Prisoners feed themselves, which requires good regulations, as this does not entitle 
them to any one indulgence besides, on the contrary, they should eat their meals at the same 
hour or in the cell, in common with all others, and have their food brought in cooked at 
regulated periods. 

The Boai'd of Superintendence meet monthly, and attend with much, kind zeal to the 
details of this public establishment. There are 8,000 rounds of Powder stored in this Gaol, 
winch should be removed by application to the Government and Boai'd of Ordnance.

Comfy of Carhw Gaol. 

I FOUND the Discipline of this Prison inipvovccl since the Report of Major Palmer in 
the last year : there are now 3 class 'rurnheys, exclusive of the Gate Turnkeys, and the 
Debtors are attended by the Deputy Governor. There were but 3 classes of Male 
Criminals at the time of my Inspection, no untried Miscleameauants being confined. Ex. 
elusive of the Female and 'Debtors’ Prison, there were 2(5 colls with 7 small rooms in the 
Old Building, and 20 cells in the New, allotted to 42 Male Criminals : thus the Governor, 
who is extremely anxious to improve the system of Prison Discipline, is enabled to adopt 
the “ Silent System.” The great object ot’useful and improving employment is much ad- 
vanced; of the 42 Male Criminals, I found — 

Employed at Trades - - 24 

Tread Wheel, - - - 14 

Breaking stones, - - 4 — 42 

The duties of the Prison arc done by the I’anpcv Debtors. AnK>ngst the useful Trades, 
I particularly observed the extent to which the most useful description of Carpenters’ Work, 
Cart making, &c., &c., was carried ; this branch of the Work-shops was truly gi-adlying. 
It is a great aid to the system, (where entire .sepavalioii cannot be effected) to cause the 
meals to be taken In the cells, leaving the Prisoner in solitude for one hour, or half an hour 
at breakfast and dinner. It is not diflicult to keep up the rule of silence at work ; and 
by tills arraiigenicnt of separate meals, intercourse is cut off at the period of tlie day when 
it is most diflicult to command silence. Tlic solitary cells in this Prison are wholly unfit 
for use ; it would be very practicable to convert tlic building in which they ai-e situated 
into a useful one ; to include 4 solitary cells, warmed by hot witer or air, with a Tunikey’s 
room to be built ovevtliem — this would not only be a security wiili respect to the Prisoners in 
solitary confinementjbutbe useful sis cnmniandhigancxlcn.sivevicwofthe surrounding passage. 
Prison dresses are issued. '^Tlie Gaol is extremely clean, and the Oflicere in the several 
departments attentive to their duties : the Females arc classi/led under a competent Mati'on, 
and clothed. 

1 have recommended to the Board to alter the New Buildings, so as to adapt them to 
the system of Separate Confinement. 

In these two buildings an addition of 12 cells could be made, while the whole of the 
cells would be enlarged so as to admit of carrying that sy'stem into eflect. 

Carloio District Lvmtic Asylum. 

I found this Asylum in tlie same state of cleanliness ami good order, that it has been for 
many yeare repoi'ted ; the almost entire absence of any constraint be.st shows the temper 
with which the patients are treated. I Ibund tlie progress of work satisfactory ; the great- 
est proportion of the Blalcs in trades and gardening, and the I’cnudcs all usefully employed. 

The Table contained in Schednte B, annexed to this Report, will show the predse 
state of Work, Cures, Admissions, Expeucliiures, &c., &c., to which the Grand Juiy are 
referred. 



County of Clare Gaol at Ennis. 

The large addition to this Gaol is in great lorwavdiiess ; it consists of four buildings, 
one on each side of the Old Gaol, three of these buihliags arc branches of a House of 
Correction, bnilt principally upon the principle of Soj)arate Confinement ; llie fourth building 
(in front) contains various very necessary accoininodatioiis, in which the Prison had been 
deficient. It is very gratifying to see so early a prospect ol' provitling for the Board of Super- 
intendence, the means of carrying into full eflect a sound Penitentiary System, from wincli 
so much advantage may be expected, In a county in which the highest state of reformatorv 
discipline, of which cii’cnmstances admit, has been introduced since the fii'st appointment of 
the present Governor. 

It lias been the endeavour of the Board to extend as much as possible the employment 
and instniction of the Prisoners in useful Trades, but from want of accommodation, the greater 
proportion of the Males were, on the day of Inspection, employed at brealiing stones, tliere 
lieing 68 at that work, and but 27 at Trades : when the New Prison is finished and in full 
operation, we have every reason to hope that the Work-shops will extend over the whole, 
and that the profit of work will repay to tlie County the annual amount of the instalments 
by which the Presentment is levied. * 

There is a Tread Wheel in operation; a good School is established; the Female ana 
tried Male Prisoners are clothed; By-laws are established; the Dietary good and econom- 
ical ; the Books regularly kept. 

The Females are attended by a qualified Matron; they are instructed with care, and 
kept constantly at work. 

The Clerical and Medical duties of the Gaol are regularly performed; and, on the 
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whole, this Gaol j-anks as high as any other in om- Inspection, in those improvements which 
can be accomplished by good Officers with very inadequate means. The solitary cells for 
Gaol punishments m tins Prison contain fire-places, of which there is so general a want in 
the cells allotted to that object in the Comity Gaols. 

Bhidewells of the County of Clare. 

The Bridewells of this County are placed under the care of the Governor of the County 
Gaol, and are consequently visited by him, and kept in good order.

This Prison is on a larger scale than the others, containing 8 ceils it is kept clean and 

regular.

I found these three Small Prisons clean and regular, especially tlie Prison at Tulla: 
some small alterations were wanting at Tulla and Six-mile-Bridge, of which 1 have apprised 
the Governor, for tlie consideration of the Board of Superintendence. 



County of Cork Gaol. — House of Correction. 

This House of Correction is conducted on the best principles of Pi’ison Discipline ; the 
Prisoners are wholly employed, and tlie progress of useful Trades considerable. The 
principal employments for the year have been the manufacture of 'Woollen and Linen 
Cloth — Shoe-making — Tin and Iron work — Carpenters’ — Tailors’ work, &c. ; and, on 
the whole, the value of the work exceeded the outlay by about £50. The great object, 
however, of Pi ison manufacture being the moral effect, and the future advantage to the 
Prisoner : the importance of such a system of Prison Discipline is not to be measured by 
any calculations of profit or loss. It is, however, satisfactory, not only in the case of this 
establishment, but in tlie general result of work in onr County Gaols, to find that in no 
instance lias the County been charged with additional expense, by the employment and 
instruction of the Prisoners in useful Trades. 

It is much to be regretted that this House of Correction has not been built w'ith a view 
to the “ Separate System,” and consequently, that the inadequate dimensions of the cells 
preclude them from being certified as sufficient for the purpose of separation, under the 
provisions of the Act 3 and 4 Viet., chap. 44. Tlie Board of Superintendence have, how- 
ever, taken into consideration a plan for arranging one of the radiating buildings for that 
purpose, by throwing each two colls contiguous to each other into one, and regaining the 
number of cells thus lost, by converting into cells the large room on the gi'ound floor, in- 
troducing warmth through the corridors. Tiie Mule Hosjiital of the Gaol is on the upper 
floor of the centre building in the House of Correction, some improvement is intended, 
by which an additional ward will be obtained, but this branch of the establishment is not 
suitable to the County Gaol of Coi’k : a separate Hospital should be built. The manufac- 
tured articles are stored in the lower floor of the same building, as well as the several sup- 
plies for the use of the Gaol and Bridewells of the County, and the regularity and system 
of tlie stores are highly creditable. 

Sheriff’s Gaol. 

This branch of tlie Cork Gaol remains in the same state as last reported, and it is pain- 
ful to see so many Prisoners unemployed ; tlie Boai-d are, however, actively engaged in 
endeavouring to place the system on a' better footing, and to extend through their whole 
extensive establishment, the moral advantages now limited to the House of Correction, a 
comparatively small part of it. It is proposed lo make a considerable alteration in the 
west wing of the building, allotting 15 cells and 1 yard to the execution of sentences to 
solitaiy imprisonment : this change, with the alteration already mentioned, of one building 
of the House of Correction, will afford about 30 cells for that purpose, provision being 
made for duly warming those cells. 

On the day of luspecilon there ■were 36 Soldiers confined under sentence of Court 
Martial, and a great proportion of those sentences being to Solitaiy imprisonment, the ac- 
commodation required, presses heavily upon the Gaol, in which the greatest general defect 
hasheretofore been the want of cells suitable to that pui'pose : a Report was i-ecently made 
to the Military authorities from the Gaol of the City of Cork, on the state of their cells, 
in consermence of which, all the Military Prisoners in that Garrison have been sent to die 
County Gaol ; this change has been made in error, the objection to the cells of the City, 
(viz. : want of provision for warmth) being equally applicable to the cells of the County 
Gao], which has been now reported by the Boai'd of Superintendence of the latter to the 
Military authorities. 

I found the Female Prison in very good order, the Prisoners divided in six classes, and 
employed in spinning, plain work, and Laundry: out of 66 Females, 18 were, however, 
returned unemployed. In the great Female Penitentiary in Dublin, containing 400 
Prisoners, no individual is unemployed, contracts for work from Army Clothiers and others, 
being procured by the active exertions of the Governor and head Matron.

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The Clerical and Medical Officers attend ■with efficiency to tlieu- duties ; the routine f 
discipline, and the interior arrangements of the establishment are conducted ■with mucli 
precision, and the extreme cleanliness and order of the whole, retains that striking snner 
iority to almost any other Public Institution, for which the Gaol of die Oouniy of Cork has 
been so long distinguished. 

BniDEWELLS OF THE CoONTY OF CoUK. 

On passing from Inspection of the Bridewells of the other Counties in this Provinc 
the change to the County of Cork is at once perceptible, in the .superior state of th' 
Prisoners of that class belonging to the County, the improved state of which, and partien 
lai’lj' the supei'iority of the system, give evidence that the County does not depend upon th' 
accidental cai-e and attention of Keepers, but that the effect is the result of a systematic 
com-se of discipline, and a responsibility to a superior aiuhority, which is never suffered to 
relax. I had, prior to the Assizes, made to die Board a Report upon the Bridewells of 

Charleville, Kanturk, Mallow, 

Cove, Macroom, Middleton, 

Fermoy, Mill-sU-eet, Mitchelstown, 

and pointed out any defects which appeared, having found those Prisons, in general in 
their usual good order, and supplied with eveiy thing that the Act prescribes. ’ 

On a later tour I visited the remaining Bridewells which I have here placed in their order 
of merit as I found them : — 

1. Bantiy, in the highest state of good order. 

2. Skibbereen, do. do. 

3. Dnnmanway, do. do. 

4. Clonakilty, in good order, but not .so good as on former Inspections. 

5. Roscarberry, an inferior Prison, under a new Keeper, but well kept ; it is defeo- 

tive in security. 

6. Castletown, a very distant small Prison, which appears defective in security— it 

was iu good order. 

I have given to the Board a detailed account of the wants to be supplied, and improve- 
ments recommended in each. 



Cork Lunatic Asylum, 

This Asylum is a great credit and public advantage to the City of Cork, as it embraces 
evei-y description of Insane patieuts, including those who, iu other Counties, are confined 
in District Asylums, Houses of Industry, or Prisons; every class being admitted with the 
exception of harmless and incurable Lunatics and Idiots, who are proper objects for the 
Poor Law Workhouses, and whose numbers would exceed any extent of accommodation 
which could be provided. The Board of Superintendence have declined receiving cases 
of ^at kind, reserving thereby their wards for I’ecent, curable, or dangerous cases. 

On the 1st of March, 1839, there were in the Asylum 

Male patients, - 199, Females, - 198, Total, - 397 

Received since, - 116, Ditto, - 109, Ditto, - 225 

Of these were cured 
Removed, 

Died, 

Improper, 

Remain, 

622 

The result of cure may be considered extremely creditable to the Institution, which is 
manned with great cai-e and judgment under the superintendence of Dr. Osburae: 
nothing can exceed die cleanness and regularity of the wards, and I was particularly struck 
with the quietness of the patients, in even the worst cases.

City of Cork Gaol 

I POUND this Gaol in the same state of general good order and cleanliness in which it has 
been for sevm-al yeare reported; the Day-rooms, Cells, Buildings, &c., of the establishment 
are kept -with great regular!;^, and the Prisoners supplied with Prison dresses, and all their 
oc er leg^ rights ; there is a Tread Wheel in operation, but the general want of employment, 
o a desonpuon calculated to produce a beneficial result in the improvement of the cha- 
racter ot a Prisoner, or to enable him on his discharge to earn his bread, has been, and still 
IS strikingly the great defect of ttie City Gaol. Tlie Tread Wheel occupies nearly 40 out 
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of 70 Male Criminals, and a number are employed at breaking stones. Thus sentences to Sottth D.s*«ct 
hard labour are executed. _ 

I had the advantage of meeting the Board of Superintendence on the dav of my Inspec- City of Cork Gaol, 
tion, whose attention was principally directed to the best means of preparinc^ a cei^in 
proportion of the Gaol, by the introduction of heat into the cells, for the execution of 
Civil and Military sentences to Solitary confinement, and also of introducing some pan of 
the “ Separate System.” For these purposes it was determined for the fii-st object, that one 
corridor should (as an experiment,) be heated by a stove and flue, that iron rail doors should 
be placed inside the solid doors of the cells, and tliat for the partial introduction of the 
Separate System, 18 cells should be transferred from the Female to the Male Prisoners, 
and that each Male Prisoner should be confined in his cell for one hour during Breakfast 
and Dinner. 

The Female side of this Prison requires attention ; the Matron is not a well qualified 
Officer; and I found all classification laid aside. The Gaol is built for classification and 
Day-rooms attached to each class, I submitted to the Board that the Women should in future 
be divided into three_ classes, the finst to be kept in the Workroom under the Matron, and 
the second and third in their Day-rooms under the present Assistant Matron, and I recom- 
mended that the charge of each should be quite distinct, one Matron not to be considered 
as subordinate to the other, or to interfere with her class. 

A great deal might be done iu this Gaol at a small expense to introduce the system of 
total separation, (the cells containing neai-ly GOO cubic feet,) but the uncertainty which is 
felt as to the effect of the Act of Parliament altering the extent of the liberties of tlie City 
renders it an unsuitable time to propose any extraordinary outlay ; if however the whole 
Gaol was warmed by heated water or air, there could be uo difficulty in rendering the 
system general througliont the establishment. 

Bridewell of the City of Cork. 

This Prison, for the reception of Pei-sons committed for drunkenness under the 6th and 7th City of Cork Bride- 
Wm. IV, chap. 38, and of pei'sons for further examination, is extremely well regulated and ' 
every part of it kept as clean as any Gaol. The Books, and the whole of the arrangements 
in the Magistrate’s room are most regular. 



Countij of Gnhoa’i Gad. 

This County Gaol since last Inspection has suffered the loss of an active and zealous County of Galway 
Governor, Mr. Fitzsimmons. He has been replaced by an Officer inexperienced in Prison 
discipline, but who manifests every disposition to promote, to the extent of his power, the 
interests of the Establishment. The ability and attention of the Local Inspector has much 
counteracted any injury which the temporary want of a Governor might occasion, and the 
result of the Inspection this year was satisfactory. The Criminal Prison I found in the 
highest state of order and cleanliness, and the profitable employment of the inmates making 
good progress under the Rev. Mi'. D’Arcy’s direction.

Some of the Turnkeys are allowed to sleep out of the Prison, a practice that ought to be 
corrected. They are all clothed in a uniform dress. 

The power of the Tread Wlieel is applied to grinding bones. The machinery is very 
effective, and the return of that species of labour is satisfactoi'y. The demand for the bones 
IS beyond the power of supply. The Local Inspector has discovered a means of effectually 
removing any bad smell from the bones in store, and of preventing their attracting rats, 
which has been often made an objection to this species of work. 

It is quite necessary to direct the attention of the Grand Jury to the want of accommo- 
dation iu the Gaol of this important County, which must preclude the adoption of either of 
the two approved Systems of Prison discipline, the Separate or the Silent System, and 
which is to be regretted in a degree proportioned to the pei'suasioa, that if the means of 
introducing either were afforded, the System would have its full moral and reformatory 
effect, administered by the present Local Inspector and Officers of the Gaol. We have 
prepared, and send herewith, a Statement founded upon a principle which had on former 
oce^ions received much discussion, and met with much support, and wlrich we are very 
anxious to bring under the consideration of the Grand Juries of Connaught, viz. : the 
principle of the union of several Counties in building a joint Penitentia^ for the reception 
of Convicted Prisoners, under the 7th Geo. 4, Ch. 74, Sect. 60. The great general 
increase of building in the County Gaols which has taken place within a few years, leaves 
hut^ few opportunities of now introducing the subject ; but it does happen that the great 
want of room in the Gaols of this Province offers an opening for this desirable object, of

wbicK we think that most important advantage may be taken. We append to this Report 
some copies of that Statement, in which all the details are given ; and we seriously submit 
the case to the Grand Jury, only here adding, that the appointment of two Gentlemen of 
the County to confer with the other CoinilIe.s at an appointed place of Meeting, gives but 
a fair hearing to the case, and pledges the Comity to nothing. Until this proposition is 
disposed of, we shall suggest nothing in the way oi' additiojis to the Gaols of any of die 
Counties of Connaught, to the Grand Juries of each of which the subject lias been 
submitted. 

Prison dresses are generally issnctl in this Gaol, which glvo.s to it a great advantatre over 
those Prisons in which this important right i.s withhold from tlic Prisonere. Tlie°Books 
are regularly kept ; the Clerical and Medical OiBcers attend and discharge their duties 
correctly; By-laws are established, and the whole routine of duty well performed. I 
have suggested some measures in aid of the Silent System and the care of the Hospital 
and have no doubt of their being acted upon. ’ 

Bridewells op the County of Galway. 

We have for many years pointed out to the Board of Supei-intcmlence the importance of 
their taking this branch of the Prison discipline of the County under their direct control 
and establishing Rules to be printed, 

1. For the regulation of the Bridewells.

These measures, wdiich were always the legal course, and very desirable, are within the 

last year become indispensable, by the opinion given by the Law OlHcers of the Crown on 
the construction of tlie f)5tli Section of the Prison Act, a Copy of which we forwarded to 
the Board of every County. 

Louyhreu, Tuam, JLijrcvourt, CUj'dai. 

I found the.se fonr Prisons extremely clean and regular. They an* completely fimiisiied, 
and all supplies made to the Prisoner.s which the Act ])n'scrihcs. I have nothing to 
suggest respecting them to the Board, but that no time should he lost in regulating their 
future system of management, and supplying the requisites to the Kcepeix. 

Bullinndoe. 

Happily this Prison is probably pulled down before the Report can reach the Grand 
Jiny. A Bridewell ought to be lured until the new one is built, and any furniture now 
laid in, would answer for the new building. (Sec 7 Geo. 4., Cli. 74., Sects. 11, 13.) I 
have commtmicated with the Commissioners on this subject. 

Gort. 

The new building I found in sucli a state of fonvarduos.s, that this is the last Report I 
shall liave to make on the old one, which I found very clean. 

Woodford. 

I visited this small Prison, and found it regular. It is insecure, and totally inadequate 
for the purpose for which it is intended. A new Bridewell would be the only remedy for 
the evil, as we could not approve the adding to the ])rescut Prison. A Presentment of 
^400 would be sufficient for the object, and wo shall again submit a plan to the Grand 
Jury. 

Totun Gaol of Galway. 

This Prison does not by any means answer the expectations tve had formed, and which 
led us so urgently to press the addition which has been built. The Gaol was clean and 
orderly on the day of^ Inspection. The Local Inspector was not in Galway, but we have 
had experience ot his intelligence and zeal, and we should hope that the co-operation of the 
Governor will not be wanting ; but the means are not supplied to give a fair trial to enable 
them to carry on that system of reformatory discipline, ol‘ which there is a good example 
iti^e County Gaol, and which alone rendere it imporlnnt to have provided a sufficiency 
of Cells and other accommodations, it being not very material, whether Prisoners left together 
during the day, to communicate as they please and unemployed, are separated by night 

There were but 34 Prisoners of ail classes on the dav of Inspection, the average returned 
year is 35. There are Cells for each person; 4 Turnkeys and I Female Turnkey! 
there are yards and days aud work rooms. A T'own Gaol will always contain a good pro- 
portion of 1 radesinen, and there is every material nut of which a good system ought to be 
formed ; and the “ Silent System” with beneficial employment be established. Yet ai'C all 
these advantages lost, and we do consider that the Gaol wants an immediate and veiy 
decided reform. - .

County Gao s. This state of things renders it the imperative duty of an Inspector Graerel 
to point out to the Grand Jniy those principal points which form the basis of every effSe 
letter" ■" provisions of the Prison Act ar^ow 

There are several enactments, the non-compliance with which, would fill a Prison with 
complaints, and which are well carried into effect in this and every other Gaol in Ireland 
viz : those which provide for the support and comfort of the Prisoner- in sickness, and in 
health, to which we find universally added, liiimane and kind treatment, and extreme clean- 
Imess; in these points Tralee can bear comparison with any other Gaol, and they are the 
only points m which the Loca Inspector has it in his power to give effect to the taw, but 
ttore are other objects for which tfie Act provides liberally and peremptorily, viz. : Me kri, 
./Me Prjener to aa,u,rc somo Art, (see 106) by which he can better earn 1,1s future livlu- 
hood, and the rxglit of the Puhhc to a moral wiprovement in the Prisoner, effected throuch 
the means which the Law requires each County to provide. ® 

To effect these objews, nothing has been dine but to establish a School, there U not 
accommodation in the Prison to prevent evil communication, as the average of Prisoners 
are doable the number ol niglit cells. The Separate System or a rule of silence cannot be 

carried on with any effect. With respect to work of that description which the Act provides 

for, and which enables the Prisoner to acquire in Gaol an Art, by which he can earn an 
^T.l (compare sections 104, 5, 6, 7,) the Gaol has fallen off since last year, 

and the Morning state of the day of the last Inspection presented a very distressing st^e of 
’ It showed the greatest proportion of Tradesmen that I have seen in any Gaol, viz • 
out of 116 Male Prisoners there were 29 regular Tradesmen, but 4 of them employed, and 
a Trade, as required by sec. 106. With such a ground -work 
as.^ Iradesmen to work and to instruct otliera, Tralee ought at once to take a forward lead 
Manufactures, and soon to equal our most distinguished Gaols. 

Ihe oriy practical measure that I can suggest to the Grand Jury, is to appoint the 
Deputy Gaoler ^ Master of the Works, to send him for instruction to Waterford Gaol, 
and to pr^ent £100 on account of tools and materials for w-ork, (sec. 106,) w’hich is the 
only sum timt would_ m all probability be ever called for, as it is sho^vn by our Report 
JJ>^eduie C.) that in all cases the works produce a profit which, if well raana^^ed, ought 
0 be yeiy considerable ; they must be ill carried on, if they do not cleai- expenses and pay 
e saJary of the Master of the Works. These suggestions have been since adopted, and 
rapid progress is being made in Trades. 

I should strongly recommend to the Board of Superintendence to rescind a regulation 
w ich, in my opinion, would be a bar to all good government in any Gaol, viz., that every 
Utticer changes his duty at the end of each month. One of the most important features in 
a well regulated system is, that each class shouldreceive the character (as much as pos.sible,) 

0 a distinct Gaol ; that every Turnkey should become thoroughly acquainted with the few 
exclusive care; and that thus a certain and fixed responsibility 
k j individual, in the event of any defect or irregularity in his class ; that 

mis bad Officers should at once be discovered and removed ; that zeal and emulation should 
e drawp out, and good Officers have an opportunity of proving their value. I found the 
oaa ettecte of this erroneous system (of which all the higher Officers disapproved,) in my 
examination of the Officers ; the person conducting tlie Tread Wheel I found totally igno- 
D ot the mode of caiTying it on. Until this arrangement is altered, no good system could 
go on ; good Officers are discouraged ; bad Officers protected, and the whole doty of the 
'^^i .flu'own into confusion. 

^ ) ison dresses are not issued to the Male Prisoners, this is the only allowance prescribed 
} aw which is not universally afforded. We have shown in our General Report that it is 
of the Prisoner, and to support this opinion we have quoted the authority of 
Queen’s Bench.

In 
this Prison there are but 4 Cells, one of which is a Dep6t for Arms ; being a misapplication 
of the Building and placing it in danger. The yards are not m nice order.

1 found this Prison clean, and in good order, blankets for one bed are wanted, and some 
repairs of bedsteads and window glass. The yards are not in good order.

I found this Bridewell clean and regular ; several repairs are wanted, on which I have 
communicated with the Boai'd.

This Bridewell is again a little fallen back, and requires the attention of the Board: it 
is on a larger scale than the other Bridewells of tlie County, and is supplied with afi that 
the Act requires. 

Cahh'civeen and Mxltovm. 

These small Prisons contain legal accommodation, and the Prisoners receive the allow- 
ances whicli the Law provides. 



County o_f KUlieimy Gaol. 

I found this County Gaol in the same state, as on the Inspection of last year, very clean 
and orderly, the Prisoners supplied with every thing that the Act presci-ibes, and every 
appearance of that attention and zeal on the part of the Local Inspector and Governor, 
which give a good promise, that when the large intended addition shall be built, l e 
County will not be disappointed in the good effects expected from it. i w t, 

Every exertion is at present made to keep the Prisoners employed in works vphicli 
may be beneficial to them hereafter; and the following was the state of the Male Cn- 
mmal Classes on the day of Inspection; —

The Female Class have always been a credit to the Establishment, although la 
ing under the disadvantage of want of room. Every aid is afforded, by an 
Matron, and by converting the corridor into temporary Work-rooms; b^ iititu 
Building is sufficient, this, with every other branch, must be depressed.

The prospect of an extensive addition to tliis Prison is very gratifying. It is in en 
that the whole shall be arranged in the Separate System. 
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The present solitary cells intended for Gaol punishments are wholly unfit for use 
there being no means of warming them; nor is there any means of can-yhiff into effect 
a sentence of Solitary Imprisonment. We have circulated to the Board of Supirintendenee 
of the different Counties a proposal on this subject, and we trust that in tLs and every 
other County, that serious defect m the present system may be removed before the com^ 
mencement of another winter. 



House of Correction. 

There is no change in this most ill-suited place for the confinement of Prisoners who 
are proper objects for a House of Correction, since last year. It wdl be a satisfactory con- 
sequence of the proposed addition to the County Gaol, that this house will be discontinued 
as a Prison. The house has been long kept in a clean and orderly state, in consequence 
of which, 1, on my last Inspection, recommended an increase to the Salary of the Keeper. 



Limatic Asylum {supported by the City and County). 

I found this Asylum clean and regular. It is however to be hoped, that when the Poor 
Law Workhouses shall have taken the portion of harmless and incurable Idiots and 
Lunatics, which they are intended to receive, such places of confinement of the Insane as 
this, in addition to the District Lunatic Asylum, will not be found necessary. 

The numbers and class of persons confined are stated in our General Report, under the 
head of Lunatic Asylums. 

Bridewell of the County. 

Heretofore the only Bridewell in this County has been the small Prison at Thomas- 
town, which contains but two rooms, and which has been always kept with regularity and 
eleanliness. 

Two new Bridewells are now erected at Urlingford and CaCan, which not being yet 
occupied, come not within our Inspection. 



City of Kilkemry Qaol. 

This Prison continues in the same state as before reported, very iusulficient accommo- 
dation, and a considerable portion of that very limited room of the very worst description, 
particularly that part allotted to '.he Female Class. The Offi .-ers, however, exert themselves 
to counteract the disadvantages under which they labour, by atteading to the ventilation 
aud cleanliness of the Prison. The Females are employed by the Matron, and stone- 
brcakiug is carried on in the Male Class with much dliigeuce, and turned to good account 
in keeping the streets of the City in repair. 

An addition is very much wanted to this Prison, and I have submitted a suggestion on 
the subject. There is a piece of ground vacant, rather too narrow to form a site for a New 
Building, but by squaring it from the present rear, it would suffice for one Budding ou 
the principle or the model plan for Separate confinement, and to contain 50 Cells on 
each fioor. If such a Building could be added, the Gaol would then be sufficient for 
every purpose required by the City. 



Kmfs County Gaol, TuUamore. 

fsa Report of 1839, having been made on a visit in the latter end of the term of Inspection, 
no particular change has taken place between that period and the Inspection of this year, 
and I therefore quote a passage from that Report which is still applicable ; aud as I have 
now very earnestly endeavoured to Impress upon the Board of Superintendence the import- 
suggestions therein contained, I trust that they may be adopted. “ The 
P*^^*^*^ having been erected prior to the introduction of the System of Separate con- 
i' finement now so universally recommended, the System adopted in this County has 
(t been that which is denominated the “ Silent System,’' the leading features of 

which are,— <Sfij?arafe Sleeping Cells, — congregated Classes by day, both at Work and Meals, 
tf ^ ^ ® The Gaol does provide a separate sleeping cell for each Male 

Criminal, with an average of Committals; but the system of inspection by day is not by 
nieans effective for accomplishing the very difficult object of enforcing with any 
(( of strictness a rule of Silence. This rule is essential to the production of any 
reformatory effect from the imprisonment of congregated classes, and we have therefore 
<t General Report (and in an extract therefrom, which has been circulated in the 

different Gaols) pointed out several practical aids to the Silent System, which we consider 
<c D to produce good effect, and we have called the particular attention of the 

Board to that subject. Among these aids is a regulation that the Prisoners shall be placed 
tn their respective cells during meals, and the erection of stone-breaking sheds, divided into 
K f*P®*‘*^ Stalls for each person. These sheds to be built in one yard, into which the stone- 
breakers from the different classes can be brought, and the superintendence taken by 
" toe Turnkeys in turn ” - ^

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The general state of this distinguished Prison I found decidedly improved, and it woul I 
be injustice to the Board and to the valuable Local Inspector (whose efficient zeal con 
tinues nnremitted) not to pronounce this Establishment one of the best conducted in the 

whole of our Inspection. 

Forsome years we have lamented that the want of accommodation in the Female Prison 
and the separation of tlie Matron from lier charge was a serious defect, and several schemes 
have been considered for affording additional accommodation, either by adding to the 
Female Prison, or by adding to the other parts of the Prison, to enable the Board to make 
better arrangements for the Females. During my last Inspection, a plan was suggested fav 
Mr. Whitfield, which I respectfully submit to the ( trand Jury as the best that can be 
adopted, as it would completely confine all the Female arrangements of the Gaol — 
Matron’s apartments, Female Debtors, Female Hospital, and Female Classes, —witlun ong 
separate portion of the Gaol, by which jjlau complete Inspection would also be gained 
Thus, for a very trifling cost, would a most important object be accomplished. The 
outline of the plan is to remove the small yards in rear of the Female Hospital, to stop up 
all the rear windows of that building, and to carry the insulating passage exclusively at the 
rear; to connect the Building with the Female class in the Gaol, by throwing down the 
wall of separation, and passing by a flight of stops from the platform, which would then 
remain, into the lower level of the Prison yard, building cross walls to enclose the whole 
Mr. Whitfield has been directed to submit a plan and estunule for this work. 

The Workshops in this Gaol are gratifying to see. Out of G4 Male Criminals, 46 were 
employed on the day of Inspection at useful Trades, a largo proportion of them having 
learned tliese Trades in the Gaol. Eighteen only were employed at stone-breaking, and 
none unemployed. 

The Turnkeys are clothed in uniform ; the Prisoners clothed, and tlie dress manufactured 
and made in the Gaol. The bed-tickens are nmnufuclnred from the hemii. There is no 
Tread Wheel. 

The Clerical and Medical duties are performed according to Law. 

BrideiocU at Parsonstown. 

I found this Prison in good order, notwithstanding which, I recommend that it should 
be discontinued as a. District Bridewell. The Keeper is a very intelligent young man : I 
should be sorry that the change should allect his salary. 



Count;/ of Limerick Gaol. 



This County Gaol was the first in our Iimpection, wliicli commenced .any thing like a good 
system of Prison Discipline ; it has held its place as a distinguished (jaol to the present 
period, having, however, made a very considerable advance since the appointment of the 
present Governor, who is perfectly acquainted with the mo.st approved system of discipline, 
and unremitting in his attention to promote Prison manufacture, and to improve every othei' 
means of promoting the interests of the establishment t the consequence has been, that out 
of 107 _MaIe_ Criminals confined on the day of Inspection, I found G6 employed at useful 
trades in which many new hands are instructed. 

This Prison contains apparently a sufficient scale of classification, but it is to be regretted 
that while the limited size of the Cells precludes the introduction of the Separate” 
want of a sufficient number of Cells prevents the complete effects of the “ Silent Systeni^' ni 
which, separation from fellow Prisoners at night obviously must form an indispensable 
groundwork. In order then, to place the Gaol of Limerick in the comparative position in 
which it stood prior to the increase of crime of the last 20 years, (during which we have 
inspected it) a considerable addition is required; and this adililion, if decided upon, ought 
to be made in the form of a House of Correctiori, built on the Separate piincipie, according 
^ the plan of the Model Gaol now in progress in the vicinity of London. But until the 
County shall see fit to incur such an expense, I quite concur with the observations made by 
Major Palmer in his li^t llenort, as to the importance of introducing warm air or water 
through the building : it would be but a temporary cost, and not considerable — afterwards 
the outlay would be repaid by the saving of fuel, while the measure would effect many 
most important objects.

The Females are employed under a competent Matron. I found but 12 Females in the 
viaoi on the day of Inspection. 
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It is necessavj' to bring the state of the Hospital under the consideration of the Grand 
Jury ; we are of opinion that the site was origlnaliy ill chosen — but, irrespective of that con- 
sideration, 2 rooms cannot be deemed sufficient for the sick, Male and Female. This 
Hospital would answer for the Females, but a new Hospital for the Male patients would 
be quite necessaiy. 

The Clerical and Medical duties are duly performed : a School is in operation, in which 
I witnessed some satisfactory instances pf advance in those who hegan to learn to i-ead and 
write in the Gaol, from a state of total ignorance. 

The Tread Wheel is in operation ; the Books are correctly kept ; and the whole routine 
of duty according to Law. 

The first Turnkey, who has a certain general duty, who also conducts the Iron Works, 
and performs the useful service of attending at Sessions ; thereby securing to the County 
Gaol the constant presence of the Governor, has applied for an Increase of Salary, which 
I would submit to the favourable consideration of the Grand Jury : his salary is £35 a-year, 
he applied for £50, which is but one degree above an ordinary Turnkey’s salary. 

Bridewells of the County op Limerick. 

These Prisons are tolerably well kept, but by no means bear comparison with those of 
the surrounding Counties; they are in general inferior buildings, and the Keepers are not 
in sufficient connexion with the County Gaol. 

Bathkeale, a bad constructed old Prison, part of which is below the level of the street; 
the Town would require another Prison. 

Vetocastle, an old and very deficient building. 

Kiljinnan, a sufficient building for the site, and on a good plan. 

Bruff, a very bad building with 4 cells. 

Croom, a very small Bridewell, but sufficient for the situation. 

Glynn, a sufficient Bridewell for the site, and on a good plan. 

These Prisons are kept with regularity, andtlie Prisoners receive their stated allowances. 
The salaries are too low; no Bridewells will be found to succeed in a County where the 
system is not established, of supplying tlie Officere from the County Gaol ; in order to 
render this arrangement practicable, £6 a-year ought to be added to the salary of evei-y 
Keeper. 

Bridewells might be built at Brufi^ llathkeale, and Newcastle. 

Disti'ict Tjunatic Asylum, Limerick. 

I found this, the most extensive District Lunatic Asylum in our Inspection, in that high 
state of order and cleanliness for which it has always been distinguished, under the zealous 
care of Mr. and Mrs Jackson, the Manager and Matron. There were no less than 340 
patients in the house on the day of Inspection, out of whom 160 were usefully employed, 
and but 4 under any personal restraint. I have suggested to the Board of Guardians to 
endeavour to make some arrangement with the Poor Law department, to fill the portion 
of the Workhouses which are allotted to harmless and incurable Lunatics and Idiots, with 
persons in the District Asylum, who may come within that description, and are occupying 
the wards intended for the cure of the Insane, and are not proper objects for such Insti- 
tutions. 

The details of this Asylum will be seen in our general Report, under the head of Luna- 
tic Asylums, and our Appendix, Schedule B. 



City of Limerick Gaol. 

I FOUND this Gaol in a clean and orderly state. The employment of picking Oaknm has 
been adopted since my last Inspection, which, with stone breaking, kept the whole of the 
Male Prisoners from idleness. The committals are nmnerous in this large City, and no 
progi-ess is at all likely to be made in any systematic mode of carrying on profitable work- 
shops, or instructing "the Prisoners in trades : it might, therefore, be worth consideration 
whether Net-making, or Rope-making, might not be advantageously introduced ; they are 
easily taught, and have been successfully tried in other sea-port towns. It is to be lamented 
that the “ Separate System” was not persevered in, from the causes mentioned in Major 
Palmer’s Report of the last year ; as that description of discipline is peculiarly beneficial, 
in the case of those very short imprisonments so common in a City Gaol ; and the front 
^t of the building, which is very ill contrived for any other system of Penitentiary 
Discipline, is, from' the size of the cells, peculiarly well adapted to separate confinement, 
and would want nothing to complete it but the introduction of hot air, and the arrange- 
ment of the yai’ds according to the Model plan. 

The Board of Superintendence meet periodical!}', and attend to the duties imposed on 
them by the Prison Act : they deservedly place entire confidence in the Local Inspector, 
to whose valuable services in this Gaol, since the period of its first emerging from a state 
of great disorder, and a total want of discipline, they owe a system of economy we have 
so often borne testimony to. 

I was very sorry to find that the Aiszstant Matron has been discontinued, in consequence 
of an apparent diminution of the number of committals; the numbers have again increased, 
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SocTTH Dhtbict. there having been 31 Women in the Gaol on the day of Inspection. The Assistant 

“V ' Pnblic Officer, is peculiarly called for on account of the manner in which the office of 

City of Limerick Ivlatron is managed; on the removal of a former Matron, the wife of the Governor 

appointed, with permission to paj a Deputy from her own salary ; the class had improved in 
a striking manner, and I consider it as having gone back since last Inspection. Mrs. Moore 
is a very respectable person — but the system speaks for itself. 



County of Mayo Gaol at Castlebar. 



County of Miyo Gaol 
Cutlebar. 



Although at the end of the second year which has elapsed .since the great reform took 
place in this County Gaol, I expected to find it in a very advanced state of order and 
discipline, I was really surprised at the great improvement which I found in it. It is a work 
of difficulty to change a system which has been established, and to bring into complete 
order, that which was long suffered to remain in a rough and neglected state ; and so deficient 
had Castlebar Gaol been in that systemof extreme cleanliness in tlie ceils, rooms, yards, and 
surrounding grounds, which forms so striking a feature in our best Gaols, that I had recom- 
mended to Mr. Gallogiily to visit the Comity Gaol at Galway, which lias been distinguished 
in this particular. This he had no opportunity of doing; baton my late Inspection I found 
that this effective Officer had brought the whole of the establishment into the highest state 
of cleanliness, the surrounding passages laid down with great neatness, and the entire ap- 
pearance of the Prison most creditable. ^ 

The progress of the all important subject of profitable employment is very satisfactory 
and it is admitted by the County, that exclusive of that re.sult of work which is presented 
annually from that and all the other County Gaols, the Governor has, by the employment 
of Prisoners, saved a very considerable sum to the County. Considering the very decided 
and disinterested steps which were taken by the Local Authorities, to create a radical 
change in this Gaol, it is peculiarly gratifying to witness the general satisfaction which has 
been given by the Officers, sent by the Government to manage so arduous an undertaking. 

The employment of the Prisoners was as follows on the day of Inspection :

I very strongly recommend to the Grand Jury the adoption of uniform clothing for 
Turnkeys, and Prison dresses for the Male classes, and beg to refer the Board of 
Superintendence to the 18ch Report, page 13 and 14, the perusal of that short passage will 
enable them to form a fair judgment on the subject, and to decide whether it is not a duty 
required by the Law, to recommend the measure to the Grand Jury : dresses affordgood work 
m the Gaol to Weavers and Tailors, and can be made on very reasonable terms. In the 
last Report of Major Palmer on Ennis Gaol, (18tb Report, page 43) he mentions Is. per 
suit as the cost. Dresses are particuiarly esseiuiat lu the Female class, In which I found 
on^ the tried clothed with very bad clotliing. 

In the year 1838, the Female as well as the Male Officers were removed, and a Matron 
was appointed by the Government to superintend this department, who has proved herself 
to be fully competent to the duty, and now exhibits a scene of order and industry, forming a 
disorder and idleness from wliicli the class has been rescued. I quite concur 
with Major Paliner in his observations on the relative duties of Governor and Matron of a 
Gaol, contained in his last Report on this Gaol, and it appeared to me (keeping this Re- 
view at my Inspection) that the duly is done on the principles laid down by him. 

Ihe Local Inspector affords every support and aid to the Governor, and the Officers in 
general are effective. 

and Medical duties are regularly performed ; the Dietary is well regulated; 
the {school well carried on ; By-laws are established ; on the whole, Mayo Gaol may now 
be pronounced as Inferior to none in the Penitentiary System of Discipline ; however, not- 
withstanding the splendid building which has been erected, the number of Committals far 
exceeds the Cell accommodation.

Bsllmcobe Bridewell. I found this Prison in good repair and very clean ; a very important improvement has 
aken place in it, this being the first favourable Report I have been enabled to make.

Queers County Gaol. 

County Gaol has for a considerable time ranked among our best conducted Prisons, 
ihe Governor is an efficient and zealous Officer, and has received every support from the 
oca Inspector, and from a Board of Superintendence, who understand aud provide fw 

the best principles ofreforaiatory Prison discipline. ' 
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The average number of Prisoners exceeds the number of Cells ; and in this Gaol as in 
almost every County Gaol in Ireland, the Cells are on so small a scale as to prechide the 
introduction of the “ Separate System” under the provisions of the Act of the last Sessions 
of Parliament, 3 and 4 Victoria, chap. 44, a great deal may however be done even under 
present circumstances to afford such aid to the “ Silent System,” and such securities against 
evil communication, as to establish a very effective plan of reformatory’ govemm^t, by 
separation at meals (each Prisoner being placed in his cell at meal-houfs,) and by stalled 
Cells in all out door work. This system which we have detailed in our Circular Letter to 
Boards of Superintendence of I3th of March, 1840; as well as in our I8th Report, p. 
6 to 8, reduces the congregating of classes to the houi-s of exercise, during which they 
be walked in files under the Superintendence of an Officer, and in the classes which are 
assembled in the Woi’k Shops, in which the most perfect order and silence may be preserved. 

I found the Female class, which had long been the most defective portion of the estab- 
lishment, very much improved. Since Major Palmer’s Report of the last year, the Females 
were separated in two divisions, one under the care of the former Matron, and one under 
the temporary charge of a Matron who was a candidate for the office, and appeared to con- 
duct the class very efficiently. An election has however since taken place, and another 
person whose qualifications appeared to the Board of Superintendence to entitle her to a 
preference, has been placed permanently in the office. It is gratifying to have this di-aw- 
back to favourable Reports on this distinguished Gaol removed. 

Prison dresses are issued to the Male Criminals, principally manufactured in the Gaol. 
The great object of instructing Prisoners in useful Trades has made considerable progress, 
and the Work Shops in Maryborough Gaol are most a-editable to the County. 

On the day of Inspection, I found out of 62 Male Criminals —

The Females all employed at Plain Work, Spinning, Knitting, and Carding wool. 

The general regulations of the Prison Act are all carried into effect, as more fully 
appears by our observations on the several sections submitted with this report to the Grand 
Jury. The duties of the Clerical and Medical departments regularly performed, the School 
conducted with good effect, and the Books and Accounts kept as the Act directs; on the 
whole, we consider the Gaol at Maryborough as ranking among our best conducted County 
Prisons. 

I submitted to the Board a plan for adapting some Cells for the “ Separate System,” by 
tbowing two Cells into one, and regaining the number of Cells thus diminished, by convert- 
the Day-rooms into Cells. The corridors in which these alterations are made, to be 
warmed by a stove with a flue running along the corridor, and the hot air to be admitted into 
the Cells by leaving open the solid door during the day, and securing the Prisoner by an 
open Iron Rail door placed at the inside and locked during the day, the solid doors thus 
open, form a barrier against communication from cell to cell. 

Bridewells of the Queen’s County. 

Abbeyleix, Borris-in-Ossory^ Stradhally. 

These three small Bridewells are still kept in the creditable state in which they have 
been for some time reported ; they are under the immediate control of the Board and 
superintendence of the Governor of the County Gaol, a system much to be approved, and 
the good result of which is very striking in the state of these Prisons. 

Maryborough District Lunatic Asylum. 

I found this Institution in the same state of order and cleanliness in which it was reported 
last year, the Patients are treated with humanity and skill, and the result is satisfactory in 
respect to the cases of cure, as appears more fully in our Appendix, Schedule B. On the 
day of Inspection out of 78 Male Patients, there were employed —

but 12 being unemployed. Of 85 Females but 19 were unemployed, the remainder being 
engaged in Needle-work, Knitting, Washing, &c. 

The Asylum is not over ci’owded, there being 7 vacant beds on the Male side. The 
Local Commissioners hold regular Meetings, and the Asylum is conducted with mucli cai’e 
hy the Manager and Matron Mr. and Mrs. Abbot, under the superintendence of Dr. Jacob.

In the Carpenters’ shop the Tradesmen are employed, aiul le<u-ners instructed principallv 
in farm work, making carts, baiTows, drays, &c., and hoiiseliold furniture, tables, chairs^ 
wardrobes, bedsteads, kitchen utensils, nmnerous window frames, &c. ; the Shoemakere 
had made and repaired 500 pair of boots and shoes; the Tailors were employed principallv 
in Prison dresses, &c.; the Weavers had completed 140 pair of tlie best description of 
blankets, and of ^

Tlie return of Female work is satisfactory ; tliey have brought tlicir Laundry to great 
perfection, and are employed by the inhabitants of the town, the washing of the Gaol 
being performed by the Male Prisoners, a point which is made by tlie inhabitants a con- 
dition of their sending their clothing to the Female Laundry. 

This Prison not being built with a view to tlie Separate System, the advantages of that 
system cannot be commanded, and the “ Sihnt System^' must be adopted ; and we recom- 
mend strongly to the Board of Superintendence to turn their attention to the adoption of 
the system of breakfast and dinner in the cells, and the other aids to that system, which are 
pointed out in the I8th Report, page C, 7, and 8. 



Sheriff's Gaol, 

Although a complete system of Prison Discipline cannot bo accomplished in this County, 
until the removal of the Prisoners of the North Division to the New Gaol in Nenagfa, it 
is satisfacmiy to see the change which has been effected in this Gaol since the period of 
the _18th Report, in which is to be seen (page 57) our opinion on the state in which the 
discipline then appeared. The public owe a debt of gratitude to tiie High Sheriffi and 
Hoard of Supenntendence, for their very effective efforts to correct the evils therein point- 
ed out. The important office of Governor having become vacant, the High Sheriff has 
placed m that situation, the tried Officer who acted as Master of the Works, and under 
mm has placed an efficient Deputy Goveraor, and it is peculiarly gratifying to us to find 
that the ®vils which we pointed out, (and which did not arise from the defects and crowded 
state of the building) are either remedied, or in progress of being so. The Officers are 
jwoperly distributed among the classes of the Gaol, and the creditable appearance of the 
lurnkeys uniforin dress is striking; work is introduced, and the Work-sheds recom- 
mended in onr 18th Report, (page 8) are to be adopted.

The most painful ^ene of crowding is in this part of the Prison, and it may be worthy 
the attention of the Board and Grand Jury, how far an improvement may be made by 
breaking up the disurictive character of this particular building as a House of Correction, 
so arranging the classification as to place in it all persons who can actually be employed at 
the Iread Wkeel^ considering them as a separate class confined to that punishment, and 
using remamnig cells of the 36, together wiUi the whole accommodation of the Sheriffs 
Oaol, tor the general purposes of the remainder of the inmates, separated into classes of 
tried and untried. ’ ^ 
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Bridewells of the County Tipperary. 

AHliougli many of the Bridewells of this County are in a bad state, they have not been 
lost siglit of, and we look with confidence to the result of the measures which are in pro- 
gresSj or under the consideiation of the High Sheriff and Board of Superintendence, to 
place this most important branch of ihe Prison discipline of the County upon a footing 
answering to the improvements in the County Gaol. 

South Division. 

Cakir. 

This Prison has been remarkable for the delapidated state of the building, and the bad 
management on the part of the Keeper ; a plan has been submitted by me for alteration, 
for which I trust a Presentment may be made. 

Cashel 

This Prison has been rather better kept than that at Cahir, but the other observations 
OR the latter apply strictly to this : tine alteration proposed would convert a Prison, in which 
all the advantages of the accommodation are lost, into a very compact, good Bridewell, 
with effective Yards, Day-rooms, and Cells, and good separation for Men and Women. 

Carrich-on- Suir. 

This is a New Prison but badly finished; I consider tlie Keeper as wholly inefficient, 
and the great attention paid by the Rev. Mi\ Sandys must be unavailing ; I understand the 
Board have called for an e.stimatc of repairs. 

Clogheen. 

This small and New Prison requires the attention of the Board ; it Is in tolerable good 
order, but falls very far short of the well regulated Bridewells in other Counties. 

Nexo Birmingham and 2'ipperary. 

As there is but one remedy for tlie wholly insecure state of, and total want of legal 
accommodation in these Prisons, it is useless to make any observation on them. 

North Division. 

Ncnagh. 

I was gratified to see the centre House of the New Gaol in progress of roofing, and to 
learn that the next winter is the last in which the Prisonei-s are to remain in Clonmel Gaol. 
The Bridewell in this town is placed on an improved footing, under a Keeper and Turnkey, 
dressed in the uniform of the County, and 1 found it clean and in good order. 

Neiopovt. 

I found this small Prison in extremely ci*edltable order ; the Keeper appears to be very 
zealous, and has himself painted the Prison. 

Roscrea. 

This Prison is kept in good order; an estimate for considerable repairs is now inprogi'ess 
of execution : the Keeper appeam efficient. 

Templemore. 

The miserably delapidated state of this building induced me to lay before tlie Boai'd a 
high estimate for repairs, which has been ordered; I have no reason to doubt the compe- 
tence of the Keeper. 

Borrisoltane. 

There is no remedy in the case of this insecure and defective Bridewell, but to buDd a 
new one — the Prison I found clean and regular. 

Thurles. 

This large Prison is in good order, and the Keeper is attentive to his duty. 

From these observations on the Bridewells of this gi'eat County, through which so many 
thousands of Prisoners pass in the course of each year, it will appear that the Prisoners m 
the North Division are (and always have been) in better order thp those in tlie South* ; 
but in neither instance will the Board of Superintendence find satisfaction, till a system is 
establislied, founded upon the County Rules, which have been submitted to them ; and that

by periodical attendance of the Keepers in the Board Room, and theu- being there called 
upon to account for every article, they will begin to feel that they are under a constant 
control, and cannot hold their situation, if their duty is not effectually done ; their uniform 
dress is important in many points of view. 



County of Wateiford Gaol. 

The Gaol of this County continues to hold the high place whicli it has done for some 
years, and may be considered as having attained the highest point of an improved disciplbe 
of which the means afforded admit. Tlie order and regularity of the whole establishment, 
the distribution and routine of duty, the great success in Prison manufacture, and as a con- 
sequence thereof, the reformation and prospect of the future welfare of the inmates, cauuot 
be too highly estimated. The good effect of the system of Waterford Gaol has spread far 
beyond its own limits, it has been imitated with success in other Counties, and several 
Officers from other Gaols have been sent to Waterford, and have received the most kind 
and valuable instructions from Mr. Ryan the Governor. 

The Building still remains very inadequate for the wants of the County, a defect which 
is peculiarly to be lamented in au Institution in which every advantage is to be expected 
from any good system, whether that of Separate Imprisonment, or even Separation by 
night ; for the former, which is the system of Prison discipline now exclusively recommended, 
there is no provision whatever. By the returns of 1839, it appears that there are but 60 
cells for an average number of committals from 93 to UO, and none of these colls suitable 
for the Separate System. The accommodation for Work, and School Room, Chapel, &e., 
are all contrived by the zeal and ingenuity of the Governor, but are not suitable for tlieir 
respective objects, and I concur with the opinion expressed by Major Palmer in his l^t 
Report, that tlie County should at once take measures to erect a complete County Gao!, 
on the principle (as nearly as circumstances will admit,) of the Model Plan now in progi’ess 
in the vicinity of London. The Separate System is now recommended in all the Counties 
in England, and established exclusively in Scotland, and we trust will be extended to this 
Country. It would give us sincere pleasure to sec sncii a perfect Prison in Waterford, 
under the management of the present Governor. 

The Workshops continue to atiracttlie attention of every Visitor ; the principal are those 
of Weavers, Tailor's, Carpenters, Smiths, and Pipe Manufacturers, and the sale and profit 
are salisfactoiy, and the number of persons to whom Trades liave been taught is consider- 
able, it amounted to 150 last year out of a total of 400 Committals. A Rule of Silence is 
in force, but to carry on that system with effect, a separate night cell for each Prisoner is 
indispensable. The Prisoners are all clothed, their di-esses being nranufactured and made 
in the Gaol. 

By-laws are established in this Gaol ; the Tread Wheel is in operation ; the Female 
Prison well conducted, so far as the accommodation admits, but In no part of the establish- 
ment is want of room more felt ; the Books are regularly kc[it, and the Dietary good and 
economical ; on the whole, the Inspection of this distinguislied Gaol demands our entire 
approbation. 

BnlDEWELtS OF THE CoONTY WATERXmilD. 

These Prisons are situated iu Dungarvnn and Lismorc, the former is a good Bridewell, 
on a scale sufficient for the purposes ibv which alone by the Prison Act, such a Prison can 
be applied. It is visited and attended to by the Governor of Waterford Gaol. The other 
Bridewell is situated in Lismore, it contains but two rooms, one for Males, and one for 
Females, there are fire-places in each, and the Bedding and Dietary are regularly supplied 
according to the Act, but the Prison does not contain the accommodation required by Law. 

Dish-ict Lunatic Asylum. 

This Asylum, confined to die County and City of Waterfoi’d, contains 100 Patlenb. 
I found it extremely clean and orderly on the Male and Female sides, there being scarcely 
any persons under personal restraint. Tiie details connected with Institutions of this class 
are to be found in our Appendix, (Schedule B,) to which, and to our observations in our 
General Report under the head of Lunatic Asylums, wo beg to refer. 



Waterford City Gaol. 

No change has taken place in this City Gaol, and House of Correction connected witli 
it. In the former are the untried Males, and those sentenced to imprisonment wiAoi^ 
hal'd labour with the Debtors. In the latter are the convicted Males sentenced lo.Ha™ 
Labour, for whom a Tread Wlieel is erected, and the whole of the Feratdes, who are dinded 
into two classes, under an efficient Matron. 

Both these Prisons are attended to by the Local Inspector, and Clerical and Medical 
Officers of the City, and are kept extremely clean, and provided with every supply that 
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the Act prescribes ; but in each, the number of Prisoners is very few, and in the Town 
Gaol there is no sort of employment. It forms truly a contrast to the busy scene presented 
under the same roof in the County Gaol, aod I concur in the opinion expressed by Major 
Palmer in his last Report, that it would be much for the advantage of the City if both of 
these Prisons were united. It would extend to the County and City the admirable disci- 
pline of Waterford County Gaol, and save a very considerable and unnecessary expense. 

Tliere are no By-laws ; there is, in fact, no ground for them. There are Prison dresses 
in the House of Correction. A Scliool is established. 

The House of Correction is a bad Prison, by no means secure and strong ; the cells 
exposed to the open air without any corridors. No Chapel, Work-rooms, or Hospital. 
These circumstances favour the idea of a change. 



County of Wexford Gaol. 

On ray annual Inspection, I found this County Gaol decidedly improved. The Board 
of Superintendence had made it the subject of' their closest attention, and in order to 
inti-oduce something like a Penitential^ System, they appointed, as Master of Works under 
the 106lh section ot the Prison Act, an Officer recommended by us, and whose qalifications 
had been proved in another situation. Tlie result has justified the measui'e, and I found 
persons emi)loyed in weaving, shoe-making, caqrenters’ work, painting, &c. Nothing very 
important can be effected, until the new Gaol shall be built, but it is satisfactory to see 
an actual commencement of a new system. 

We bad hoped that the new Building would have made much progress during the 
present season, but it has been postponed from various causes, and until the arrangement 
shall be completed, I postpone any observations upon it. The plans were calculated to 
afford every accommodation which is now deficient, and to enable the Board to inti-oduce 
the best system of Penitentiary Discipline. 

The Female Prison is a distinct Building, and well planned. It is under an efficient 
Matron, and I found it in good order. 

The general cleanliness and order of the establishment is creditable, but beyond this, 
means are not yet aflbrded. 

The Local Inspector is attentive to his duty. The Medical and Clerical duties are 
regularly jierformed as tlie Act directs. The School is carried on with regulaiity. 

The defects of the Gaol I omit to notice ; there is but one remedy for them, — a New 
Building, which I trust will not be longer delayed. 



Bridewells of the County of Wexford. 

This department is now on a i*espectable footing in this County. The Prisons are 
situated in New Ross, and Gorey, Enniscorthj'. 

The Prison at New Ross contains 8 cells, and is the most important of the three. It is 
remarkable lor the economy which is observed, in not bringing as a charge upon the Public, 
Prisoners who are really able to provide for themselves. These Prisons are severally very 
clean and regular, and the Keepers are persons competent to the discharge of their duty. 
A Presentment has been made for an addition to Gorey Bridewell, 



County Gaol at JVickloic. 

In consequence of Major Woodward’s Eepori and I’ocommendations last year, the Grand 
Jui*y have at once adopted his suggestions, and with the required consent of the Cess pay- 
ers, presented ten thousand pounds to erect an addition to the County (jaol ; the plans have 
been revised ivitli much care, and all the improvements in Prison Discipline provided for, by 
lai'gc ventilated cells to enforce the Act of last Session, legalizing the separate confinomout 
of every Prisoner by day and night : wo trust, therefore, that the liberality of the Gx’aiid 
Jui’y will not be frustrated by any unforeseen difficulty, and that the want of accomraodar 
tion will ceaso to bo an Annual Report on our part ; and it is my duty to state my opinion to 
the Grand Jury, tlmt this expenditure will eventually prove to be economical as well as 
creditable to tho County, by losseuing crime, through' the medium of salutary discipline aud 
punishment to the hardened and refractory, aud the hopes of rofox-ming individuals ; also, 
Irom the absence of contamination and evil iutcrcom*se, and from the instruction of a moral 
system, (if supported by intelligent and qualified Officers). 

There are only 33 small Cells for an average of 70 Prisoners, including Debtors and 
Females, there are also 4 Day-rooms, 4 Yards, a Cliapel, not sufficiently divided, and 3 rooms 
used for an Hospital ; under these cii’cumstances it will be obvious that any thing like a 
sound and legal system of silence, separation, and discipline, cannot be properly enforced, 
and it remains still to be proved how far the resident Officers are qualified to conduct it, as 
it would be unjust to decide against them without an opportunity of ti’hd : there wore 5 1 
re-conjmittals this year, which would prove the absence of good moral government. 
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Tlio Prisonevs arc all clothed ia a Prison cbess, and employed occasionally at stone treat 
ing and net making, and occasionally any Tradesmen are at work, and a few youn? men 
have been taught Shbe-maldng this year : there is a Tread Wheel for Hard labour sentenced 
and a good School is conducted by tlie Turnkeys of each class. The Female Prisoners ai-o 
clothed and divided into two classes, under the cave of a Matron and Deputy, who give 
them instruction and occasional employment : thcrojs a, good Laundry, but there are only 6 
Cells for an average of 20 Female, s, consequently tliey ai-o con^'regated together by night as 
well as day, and while this is the case no real discipline can exist, calculated to punish ^ime 
or refonn individuals. 

The Diet is economically provided for and good in quality ; whenever there are sufficient 
Cells I would recommend that all the Prisoners, Male and 1* cmalo, should cat their meals in 
their Cells, a practice that is now much enforced and foimd useful j the Books and Registries 
iU’c correctly kept. 

The Board of Superintendence meet monthly, and take a benevolent interest in the well- 
fai'O of tills establishment ; the Local luspector is a good public Officer ; the Governor at- 
tends to bis duty, and the duties of Chaplain and Medical Officer are pei’formed with zeal 
and attention. 

The whole Prison is kept remarkably clean, ami the stoves in each Day-room are a great 
improvement : there arc 8 Lunatics! confined, which is a great evil in a County Gaol : the 
Goveraor should provide a night watch, by the 5 Turnkeys taking it in turn to sit up, as he 
is answerable for all escapes, mid in tliis respect the Gaol is not .safe. I would also rocommeud 
the abanclomuent of any allowance in money to 'W^ardsmon, it opens a door for favouring one 
Prisoner above anothci-, and is otherwi,se illegal. 

District Bridewell at Baltiriglass. 

We have for many years reported to the Grand Jury, that unless a now Prison is erected 
here, oi- ample alterations made to fit it up as a minor County Prison, with accommodation 
for separation and employment, it ivoukl lie better and more economical for the County to 
abolish it as a Prison for executing the sentence of the Law, and restore it to its original 
intention of merely keeping Prisoners in transitu to the County Gaol. Alterations are, how- 
ever, now making, -with an addition of 3 Cells, &c., wliicli niiiy enable the Board of Supeidn- 
tendence to establish sound regulations and discipline ; I would therefore submit tliat another 
year’s trial may be made, and, in the mean time, I would .sulniiit that the Tiumlcey should be 
removed to the Coimty Gaol, and bo replaced by the best Turnkey from it, as I think it is 
not prudent to have the thi-cc resident Offit^ers in Bidtinglass Gao! of the same family, for 
very obvious reasons, however valuable they may bo individually ; they can scm’cely be ex- 
pected to be a wholesome checlc on each other. 

There w’iU be now 13 Cells, 4 available Day-rooms, and 3 Yards, with a small Hospital, 
anda Tread Wheelfor Hai-d labour sentences. This will give room enough for the average 
number of Prisoners, except at Sessions’ times ; and if the Keeper, Matron, smd Turnkey 
aa*o qualified for it, I consider that a good system of Moral Government may he established, 
consisting of separation, silence, cm^oyment, and school instruction : at present very little 
schooling is attempted — no silence exists, and no work or ti-iidcs going on, nor indeed coidd 
there be till the Contractor has finished his engagement — and I only mention these things to 
show ivhat may bo expected hereafter. A new Mafci’ou has been appointed, (the Keeper’s 
wife,) and I think she may prove efficient : a few wheels are required for this class. 

The Diet of tliis Gaol is brown broad and milk, and costs the County the unusual sum of 
C^d. per head per day. The Contract foi‘ inferior bread is 9d. for 41b., wliich is procui’ed 
in Dublin for 7d. ; I would recommoiid tlic Potato diet. Tbci*e ai‘C a few suits of clothing, 
but not sufficient for general use of all Prisoncr.s. 

The Board of Suporintendenco meet monthly, mid Captain Dcvciizy kindly acts as Local 
Inspector, without salary, and I think his cai'c over the Establishment willpi'ove very useful. 
The Medical Office^ visit regularly, and attend to the sick in Hospital. It is usual to allow 
fuel to the Keeper iu other Bridewells,
